It has resolved to 
lake no lialf measures, and will con- 
.■ildcr all piiascs of the question before 
deciding upon a, cour.se of action. The 
ubruplne.s.s with wliicli tho .strike was 
inagurated, cu iho utter disregard 
of tlie re.st of the oomniunlly, lay.s the 
movement open to .sluirji critlci.sm and 
has dcprivod it of pojiuiar sympathy. 
If the .strii;e is protracted, all. branchoa 
of industry will be . disorganized. 
There is already a fish famine on Jn 
Paris as a result of tho strike of the 
fishermen. Despatches received here 
from the prdyinoes- ahow the men are 
continuing to '.ihalntailn' their attitude 
of calm °rea»ohableness. 

The strike has 'exitenaed tt) Dunkirk, 
.Calls, Buulonge,'' {Qradlnes, Bordeaux 
and other points, which were not af- 
fected yesterday, and is now complete 
eveiywhore In Franco, Algeria and 
Tunis.

Amoy, China, June 1. — The centre 
of tho present Cliinese uprising is at 
Ju An,, Fifty miles southwest of 
Amoy. The. ofllcisls there arrested 
the leaders of an organization known 
as tho AVhIto h^on.-i, charging iheiii 
falsely with being pirates. The pri- 
soners e.scaped, collocted followers, 
killed the profoct and other ofllnials 
and hold the locaj magistrate as a 
hostage, 

. ISmboldencd by this success, thirty 
thousand rebels gathered and threat- 
ened Chao Chow Fu. Troops wore 
hurried from Canton and Fu Chow, 
and engaged tho rebels yesterday be- 
tween Swatow and Amoy, with tho 
.result that siK hundred oj: the latter 
wrere killed. The goverhnaent loss is 
not known. 

The rebels withdrew, but were not 
di:^.oorsod, and are rapidly recruiting 
thi.dr forces. 

The correspondent hero of tho As- 
sociated Press In n position to con- 
firm tho statement that the outbreal? 
Is not a-nti-foroign, but antl-dynastlc. 
The "W^i'lte Fans are a revolutionary 
organization, and aro strong In south- 
ern Fokien. Tho movement has been 
growing steadily for twelve months. 
Tho leader is Hoon Wen, who was 
educaled in .Tapan. Tho rebel.s are 
well organized and well fed, but are 
badly armed. The local troops refuse 
to attack them. . 

The 'United States gunboat Helena 
l3 here The outcome Is uncertftln, 
but Amoy Is in no danger. On th^ 
other hand, Cheng Chow, of which 
Amoy Is a part. Is in imminent 
danger of being attacked by the 
rebels, and people are fleeing from 
there to Amoy.

Winnipeg, Juno 1. — F. AV. Ilaiillaln, 
of Uegina, c.x-preiiilor of tlie North- 
west Territories, speaking of the croii 
outlook In the West stated that the 
genera! conditions had experienced a 
great improvement during tho past 
week because of the favorable weather 
and the abundance of rainfall.

While no growth mentionable 
has as yet taken place, this same 
conilitliin e.Kisled in numerou.s In- 
st.-inces in practically all other j-ears, 
oven when the grain had been sown 
three weeks before It was this year. 

Tlie farmers do not look for any 
growth worthy of mention before tl,e 
la.st week in May or the fir.st of June. 
As it is, Mr. Haultain says that the 
pro.speots are very favorable. 



Coiirtftdjoin^ri^^Trial^iri^ 
row Because of His 
Indisposition 



Boise, June 1.— ■William D. Hay- 
wood .was seized with a suddc;i ill- 
ness early this morning and was un- 
able to appear In court. His trial on 
the charge that he murdered ex-Gov- 
ernor Steiinenbei^g was adjourned un- 
til .Monday. 

Haywood v.'as restless most of the 
niglit, and early this morning began 
crying l.-i pain. Two hurriedly sum- 
moned physicians announced after 
exaniiiiation that he was sufferin.g 
I'rom 'acute intestinal toxeninia. 
Treatment for llio allevitilion of the 
pain in iiis abdmiie:! and head incluil- 
Xid the administration of morphine, 
and dizziness and nausea caused by 
tile d.'ug rather than the original 
trouble were responsible for his In- 
ability to go to court In the after- 
noon. 

Hayn'ood Is a hearty eater and 
since tho trial began he has ."stopped 
tak''.:ig e.verelse. These conditlon.s 
added to the worry and strain of the 
trial was believed to be responsible 
for the atlack. Tlie earlier suffer- 
ing of tile prisoner created the im- 
pression tiiiit ho was seriously ill, and 
It was thought that a serious Inter- 
niiition of tho trial v,-as inevitable. 
However, Haywood responded quick- 
ly to tnatnicnt, and by 9.30 o'clock 
I'liis morning, when Judge Wood ord- 
ered a reiess of court until 1.30, it 
was b' lii'vril that he would be able 
to aiteiiil an afternoon session. Ho 
did tiitempt to dross, but the effort 
made him dizzy and 111, and lie re- 
turned to bed. His counsel Infnrun d | 
the court that he would surely lu 
able to be present on Monday, and ai 
adjoumment was taken until 11 a.m 
that day. 



QuayaquU, Kcuador, June 1.— Three 
earth shocks at about 3.20 this morn- 
ing caused the Inhabitants of tho city 
to jumi) from their beds and run into 
the .'itrcets. The first and last of 
the shocks were slight, but the sec- 
ond was heavy and lasted about forty 
seconds, causing the bolls In tho 
churches to rln- and stopping tho 
clocks in the clmrcii towers al exactly 
^.-0 a. m. No news litis yet been re- 
ceived from the interior of the re- 
public, but it is considered probable 
that damage was done by the earth- 
quake In. the country. Owing to tho 
peculiar .construction of tlie buildings 
the disturbance did not cause any 
damage In - this city, , . 

Ottawa, JiiiiefLr-Thls morning' an 
earthquake of considerable magnitude' 
was recorded at tho observatory here. 
The first tremor arrived at 2.48.45, and 
the movement continued for three- 
quarters of an hour. It Is commented 
that tho time of the Son Francisco 
earthquake, tho quake was recorded 
on the seismogniph at the observatory 
here seveird hours in advance of the • 
nev.'s of the disaster reaching Ottawa. 

V.'a.shington, June l.—A .specUfl bul- 
letin Issued )iy the weather bureau to- 
da>- sa\-.s that the seismograph of the 
Institution recorded a distant earth- 
quake, beginning at fi.07 a. m. The 
quake-probablyf occurred several thou- 
sand miles from AVaishlngton, and 
consequently the amplitude of the mo- 
tion was comparatively slight.

— A numlier 
of imiiortant h'tters written by the 
late ( 'onstantiiK' I'oliiedonostef f , wliilo 
procurator general of the Holy Synod, 
are now appearing in llie Arclilve. tlic 
leading historical journal of Kussia. 
These particular letters dc«i with the, 
momentous events Immediately follow- 
ing the assassination of .Vlcxander 11, 
and shed new light upon Ihr const i- 
lution drafted by Loris Meiikoff. It 
has been fairly well estiiblislied thai 
Alexander 11 at the lime of liis as- 
sassination was about to proclaini 
I'le eonslltutiou drafted by .MeliK-off, 
who \vri.s tlien virtual dictator or Rus- 
sia, estalilishiiig iiarliamentary in- 
slitutions in tiie eniiiire. 'I'lie 
de.ith of tlio emperor was 
even aseribed to a reactionary idot 
lli.it had as Its ultimate object the 
lirovontlr.r of tho prppiulgation of a 
now constitution. Pobiedonostsoft's 
letters felly confirm the existence of 
this constitution, and bIvo complete 
and authentic details of tho Intrigues 
following tho accession to tlie llirone 
of the si-.ccessnr of .Mexaiider M., as 
a result cf which PobiodonostscfC suc- 
ceeded If deferring the establishment 
of reprsFtntativo government In Rus- 
sia for d. quarter of a century, or 
until Nicholas 11. created tlio present 
parliament in 1905. The llrat letter 
written within a few hours of lhi> 
dcith of Alexander 11., and after tlui 
new enii'f.ror, .Alrxa'ncler III., at a late 
hour ill tlio night had summoned 
Pobiedo'iostscc to tiie jiaiaco, em- 
braced him sobbln^ly and Implored 
him to remain his faithful friend. 
Pobiedoncstsek describes Alexander 
HI. as a wretched. III and distracted 
child, whom ho feared.

most of the .valleys fertile sec- 

tions of tlie iirovl.-ice. Only a start is 
being made tills year. From wiiat 
can be gathered the work will he con- 
tinued on a larger scale annually un- 
til \'ast and comparatively little 
known inland sections have been 
opened up to the newcomers. 

Tho experiences of the admialstra- 
tion in the Bulkley Valley havo 
proved tho advantage , of surveying 
the lands most conclu^ir:i> It is 
stated that those wishing ';o settle 
when offered land Vhich lias been of- 
ficially inspected and officially record- 
ed and property jusl adjoining which, 
although much better for farming, 
etc., has not been thus treated, al- 
ways select tho former. They want 
something of which they can feel se- 
cure, and, ou that account, the sur- 
jV<jyed lands arc almost InvarlablJ' the 
H'rst to be pre-empted.

Diivis, sister of do- 
ceasied,' .jand Mlss' Marlon • ^uvis, 
brought in a verdict that .death was 
duo to sulcido whllo ■ deceased waa 
temporarily insane. Tho jury was 
composed as follows: P. AV. Demp- 
ster, Edward Noolands, Aid. John 
Meston, Percy Raymond, James Hay, 
and A. Bannerman, who was fore- 
man. 

Dr. ii. Robertson, city health otll- 
cer, .said ho was called to I'O King'.s 
road at 10.45 ji. ni., Friday, and foiind 
(locoa.sed, Adell'iia liatlield, Ijing on 
her left aide on her bo.tl, fully dress- 
ed, with her head against the plUow. 
Both arms and' face were covered 
with blood from wound^^ln the head, 
which bled profusely. She had a re- 
volver in her right hand, and at the 
side of her right temple u-a.-^ a sliglil 
burn and a liole pas.-^ud thruugli tlie 
skull and brain to a hole on tho op- 
posite side of the head, marking tho 
passage of the bullet. There was a 
burnt hole In the pillow, and in the 
feathers of this tho buUet was fou-nd. 
Death had been instantaneous. ' 

Mr.s. .Margaret Gilchrist aaid .-he 
boarded at 20 King's road, where de- 
ceased lived with Alra. Davis, her 
sister. Between 8 and 10 p. m. she 
retired. Shortly afterward she heard 
a noise lilce the firing of a revolver, 
and Mrs. Davis* daughter Muiion 
knocked at her door and told hur de- 
ceased had .-ihot herself. Slio tele- 
phoned to ;\lr. Faweett. Decca.seil 
had been much dcpres.sed for some 
time. Witness did^not enter, the room 
following the tragedy. 

Marion Davis, niece of deceased, 
said she had seen Miss HatUelil liv.,; 
minutes before the suicide. Detea.s- 
od liad then gone to Mrs. Daviw' 
room, and while witness stood in tlie 
hall she camo out again and went to 
her own room., Soon afterward the 
shot was fired. Witness looked Into 
tho room, and then went to tell Mr.s. 
GilclirLst of what had taken jilace. 

Mrs. Davis said deceased was her 
sister. She c.-uiiu to Victoria thirteen 
months ago from Halifiix, and from 
November to mid-February was in 
training as a nurse at the Provincial 
Royal Jubilee hospital. She had been 
very depressed of late, and on I'n- 
day was extremely re.stle,ss-. Kho 
wanted to go out about G ji. ni., !trid 
witness would not allow her to ffo 
alone. In the evening witness Wen.t 
out, and deceased did not want her 
to go, not wanting to bo left. It was 
necessary for wltn-ss to go out, and 
wlicn she returned her sister had 
taken her life. She had not threalon- 
od to kill herself at any time, but had 
stated on occasions that slio did not 
understand why she did not die, as 
she did not want to live. The re- 
volver with which the deed was com- 
mitted was on the top shelf of wit- 
nesses' closet, and tho cartridges 
were hidden away la a drawer, to 
which it was not thought deceased 
had acccs.s. Slio must liave !;"ntc:u fin- 
tliom. "When she came from Ilallfa.\ 
she was in good health, and enjoyed 
her work at the hospital. In Febru- 
ary she suffered from la grippe and 
broke down. She worried over her 
failure to continue lier work, thovigh 
she never complained of physical 
pain, or lale she had grown more 
and more depressed.

WATER SUPPLY 



The Times professes to see in our 
suggestion that, in making plans for 
a future water supply, the people of 
Victoria must ,have- In mind tlic 
needs of the whole district between 
Esquimau and Cadboro Bay, a pro- 
posal to extend the city limits so as to 
take in that area. We had nothing 
pt the kind , in . contemplation. This 
extension 'Sbub'tless' wllV^'b-y and bye 
become a matter of iiocessity, but 
there is no need of liringing it up at 
present. it only complicates the con- 
sideration of question, which al- 
ready presents difficulties enough. The 
water situation here Is somew hat pe- 
culiar. The municipality supplies a 
part of the .area within Us own juris- 
diction and a part of an adjoining 
municipality — In point of fact a pait 
of two adjoining municipalities, and 
permits a part of the city to be sup- 
plied by a private corporation. It 
cannot very well refuse to so continue 
to supply the people in the adjacent 
nniniclpalUies, which are now using tho 
water, and nor can it vory well refuse 
to allow others who may come to re- 
side within the limits now supplied 
to connect with the mains. It is 
greatly to tiie interest of the people 
of Victoria, to see the adjoining niunl- 
cipaiilies quickly built up, and in fact 
very many of the largest ta.\payers in 
the city are resident In those muni- 
cipalities. It is easy to talk about 
arranging only to furnish viator to 
people living within the present city 
limits, but as a matter of practical 
■Business, it would be exceedingly un- 
wise policy not to prepare to supply 
those who live in the environs, every 
one of wiioni will be as groat a con- 
tributor to tlie wi'lfare nf tho rity as 
though he resided within the corpor- 
ate ilniils. Wij take it as something 
which does not call for argument that 
there ought to bo only one ownorship 
Of the water supplied to residents lio- 
tween Victoria Arm and Cadboro 
'Bay. 

The supply of the district between 

Victoria Arm is in tho hands of the 
Ksaulmalt A\'atcrworkK (■nnipan>-, and 
from our way of looking at things, tho 
private ownership of such an Import- 
ant public utility as a water supply 
is undosir.-Lbie. A iiiistake was made 
isiion the company w;is allowed to ob- 
tain its franchise, but from our point 
Of view. It would be a mistake to. per- 
mit the company to retain Its' fran- 
chiso until it becomes immcn.-icly 
. more valu.'iblo than it is now. Tliat 
It will ultimately have to be acquired 
by tho city of Greater Victoria, which 
we will see built up during the next 
decade, is so clear to every one wlio 
has watched the progress of other 
cities, that wo shall make no argu- 
ment 9n the subject Hence wo do 
riot regard' the decision ' of the Judi- 
cial Coniniltteo of tlio Privy Council 
as going to the real merits of the ca.so. 
No matter what tlic rights of the 
company may be, the bltlzbnS' will 
have to acquire them sooner -or later, 
because It is not to bo supposed that 
dual ownersiilj) of tho supply of water 
to tho public will bo tolerated by the 
people of a largo, growing and progres- 
sive city.

A meeting of tiio Royal Institution 
for the Advancement of Learning in 
BriUsli Columbia w.n.^i lieltl in Van- 
couver Tuesday afternoon. Tlioro 
wero present: Tlic Hon. I>\ Cartor- 
Cotton, Alexander Koblnson, tlsqt, 
.s'uperlntendoi^t of education; iH.' J*.; 

McKech- 
K. Mackln, 

Esq., D. Robertson, J3sq., supcrin- 
tenilent oC city scnools, Vancouver; 
F. H. Eaton, superlnteudcnl of city 
schools, Victoria; Dr. II. M. Tory, 
and Dr. B. J. Porter. 

Dr. Tory reported .\hat in accord- 
aTice- witlit. the r6iiu?s.t .'.;of r the Royal 
Instftittiori,'' made ' Ijiat ''December, ho 
had asked Dr l-'ortor, liead of tho 
mining depurtmont of .the unlver.sity 
to bring tli.-> mining school to Britlsli 
Columbia for the field work of tho 
soa.son of 1907. Tho special ob- 
ject in so doing was to got the co- 
operation of Dr. Porter In an inquiry 
to dotermi-no how far tfie need for 
mining education in the province 
■couki bo mot by the no\-al Institution. 
Dr. Tor,v slated that he hud succeed- 
ed in bringing Dr. Porter and ll'.o 
mining school to the Interior, and that 
for tho pa.st six weeks the students 
inive been at work studying tho prac- 
tical operations of tho mines and 
smelters and that tho whole class had 
found employment In connection with 
tho mining operations of tho province. 
Dr. Porter was a.sked to attend tho 
meeting to give the bcnollt of his ob- 
servations and study. 

,Dri- Porter addressed tho meeting at 
som^" length stating tho results of In- 
quiries among the mine managers 
and labor organizations of some of 
tlio largo mining canijis. Ho outlin- 
ed a pl;m of co-operatinn between 
tho Royal Institution ami tho mining 
department of tho university wlilch if 
carried out would result In the min- 
ing department of the university es- 
tablishing a permanent . connection 
with mining communities, making 
British Columbia a headquarters for 
practical mining. 

The plan involved co-operation with 
tho department of education of tho 
province in tbo organ Izatlon .pf special 
preparatory, classes in the' .-ininlng 
camps. The establishtnent . of schol- 
arships to assist young men to take 
advanced teaching' at one of tho uni- 
versity colleges in British Columbia 
and later, until the advanced years 
were established here, at JIcGlll or 
Toronto or Queens'; and tho cstcib- 
lishment of a summer school of prac- 
tical mining in the interior of the 
province, the work being mada a. . part 
of .the regular- university work, but 
organized so as to give special teach- 
ing In Held geology, nielallurgy, sur- 
veying, etc., for tlie benelit of local 
students. 

In tho carrying out of such .a plan 
Dr. Porter asstjred the board tliat the 
co-operation olC-^-thfe^ mine managers 
and labor leadei-s "kna! local educa- 
tional authorities, could bo secured. 

The whole matter wa.s referred to j 
the executive conDnittoi! for consid- ! 
oration. A hearty voti} nt tlurnka was 
given, to. Dr. Porter fur tlio care and 
trouble whTch he had taiien_ in the 
matter: ' ' ; 

Tho committee on appolntrhents re- 
ported in favor of apiiolnting .Mr. G. 
K. 'Piper, A. K. G. Sc., A. .M. 1. K., 
professor of mechanical en.i;ineering.

Propar- 
ati-o'!i! for tho outing arc jiroceeding 
apace. !•: 1 ho current orders it is an- 
nounce!^ that those wishing emplov- 
iiient as comp police or' on tatlgiie 
parrif-j mu.-5t parade at the drill hall 
vin ■Wednesday evening at S.30 o'cio.di. 
Thlii is accepted as an inplcalibi 
that it if tlie Intention to enforcj. 
Witli even more severity than is the 
custom, tiie rules of military dis- 
cipline. It is believed that only by 
adopting such a policy can the camp 
bo made the success which is desired. 
Particular attention, the olllcers as- 
sert, will be paid to tliose who ' are 
in the habit of absenting themselves 
from tho regular drills without; ex- 
cuse.

LIVE STOCK COMIVIISSIONER. 

Sketch of Interesting Career of F. M. 
Logan, Who Takes Post. 

F. M. Logan, who has been gazetted 
a.s commissioner of live stock and 
dairying, will in future supervise ail 
matters In these two lines throughout 
tho i)rovlnce. 

Mr. Logan rnceived his earliest 
training on a. farm near Amherst, N. 
S., and has had experience and tech- 
nical education that eminently fits 
him for tho position to which he has 
just been appointed. When a very 
oung man he managed tho largest 
roamory In Nova Rcotia, and was 
afterwards app(jinted government In- 
spector for tlial province. He resign- 
ed this pcsltion to take a course in 
tho agricultural college at Guelph, 
where he made a .special study of Ilvo 
stock, a'nd graduated in Juno, 1905, 
obtaining the degree of Bachelor of 
the Science of Agriculture. He then 
;iccei)tcd a position in the live .'^tock 
department of the Domwilon govern- 
ment. In September, 1905, ho came to 
British Columbia to organize live stock 
Interests, which at that time were In 
bad shape. He organized, the British 
Columbia Stock Breedej-s' Association 
and the British Columbl.a Dalrynien'.'i 
Association, liocoining socrotary- 
treasurer of both. Later he organized 
a Creamery 0\yner8' Association, and 
testing associations for the Improve- 
ment of dairy stock a-nd Issued a bul- 
letin on model farm btilldings, the 
advice of which is being largely 
adopted. The iiuiuguratlon uf tho 
spring fair at Now Woslnilnster was 
also the work of Mr. Logan, f .

Present Facilities for Handling 
Mail Inadequate Owing to 
.. Heavy Demands 



The" progress. ; of tlio ipityi. generally 
with 'th'e .'heavy ' influx "of "new resi- 
dents ha.s boon reflected lu tho busi- 
ness of the local post ofllco. So heavy 
has it become that the facilities which 
were ample rn the past 'to handle the 
p-iali are now quite inadefi_uate, . and 
In consequence* extensive Oliangcs in 
th,e .'local offlco; faro'^ soon -to be ; made.: 
• -Dally tliicre are received d'ozohs of 
applications for boxes, all of those 
available, however, being In use. In 
all several hundred applications have 
been received. New boxes will have 
to be added, and the nuiterlal for 
these is now on tho way from the 
East, but has-been hung up; by the 
freight blockade. Changes ' in the 
main sorting' room will have to he 
n-ndo to ncconiniodnte the Inside staff, 
which will have to bo added to. 

<'hanpos in the mall carriers' room 
will also liave to bo made, and it is 
rct^oible that this will- be located in 
thf basement. A'he "local authorities 
avo experiencing groat trouble In ob- 
loining carriers. In tho past month 
there have been six changes, and 
though additions to tho .staff are iie- 
ce.'^sary, the men desired can not bo 
obtained. This is owing to the fact 
that tlio sc.ile of wages paid is alto- 
gether too low, -AVhen tt man I'lrst 
goes on a route he Is 'paid $1.75 it-r 
day. If ho remaliii', and i.s placed ov 
the permanent staff this aniouiT- i- 
Increased ever.v si.x months until lie 
is drawing $2.^,0 a day. When it Is 
considered that the average d.-iy lab- 
orer Is paid $2.50 a day tho ^inicuity 
In obtaining men for the. arduous 
work of letter cnrryltig with its long 
hours, etc., may bo perceived. One 
additional man has becrn added, but 
more are necessary. 

The Increase in the amount of mail 
received here dates from last winter 
when the influx j of people from the 
middle west was so great. The let- 
ter mall Increased by dozens of sacks, 
but It was the great number of addi- 
tional newspapers vccoived which en- 
tailed the greatest amount of work. 

Tho people of ilio middle west are 
tliu Kicuift-L new.sjjaper readers in 
Canada. "Whether It arises from the 
long winters when the residents of 
Manitoba and. the prairie provinces 
have more tlmo to read, or not, the 
fact remains that In "Winnipeg and 
the v.irlous coitres nf the prairlo pro- 
vinces, tho amount of newspaper inail 
is far greater jiroiiorilcnately than 
throughout the rest of Canada. 

With the 'Influ-x. of these people 
here, their n#wSpaiier mall has fol- 
lowed them, ''and" "the' circulation of 
casttern papbr.4'''from Jlontreai, To-" 
ronto as well as from AVInnlpeg and 
the home town has greatly Increased 
hero. 

In the last few weeks since the new 
postal conventtbp with tho TTntted 
.states has come in«o force, the num- 
ber of American newspapers and 
periodicals has fallen off greatly. It 
l.s estimated that fully lifteen hun- 
dred pound.s less of newspapers and 
periodicals passes through the locil 
offlce daily than formerly — a differ- 
cnce lOf twenty-flve a^cks.

derive the most benefit from them, 
but the commissioners had to bow to 
a largo extent to the will of the ma- 
jority and also to keep in mind the 
amount of monoy at their command. 
The purchaso of several useful books 
was now under consideration, the de- 
sire being to get tho best obttiinablo 
In the respective lines. 

Discussing tho lack of Canadhtn 
biography to which the Colonist re- 
ferred Canon Beuiiiands said: 

"The commissioners always wel- 
come Criticism and try to act upon 
those recommendations which come 
to them either from private individ- 
uals or through the' jjress. On this 
occaslon in the absenco''of':my brother 
commissioners I will trj? to answer 
the question propounded to us. There 
ajCO, broadly speaking, two. kinds of 
biographies: Those which simply 
convey useful facts as to the' career 
of public men, and those which aim 
at a history of their lives and a cri- 
tical judgment of their sor\iccs. Tho 
former class is jirovided for in Can- 
adian Jlen and Women of tlio Time, 
a useful if somewhat miscellaneous 
compilation like tho English "Jlon of 
the Time." OC tlie second cias.5 wo 
havo Indeed very few reprosentativo 
biog>raphle3 in Canada at all. These 
few certainly should bo found in our 
library and the earliest, opportunity to 
remedy tho defect wUl b.e taken.. It 
I liust, however, be' romem'bered that 
the lives of llvln^j statesmen cannot 
bo found in this class. If there be 
written biographies . of Uvlng men 
they are generally of a character un- 
worthy of spending tho public funds 
upon. It is unfair to the commis- 
sioners, all of thoiTi' rhon of many 
years Canadiiin citizenalilp, to accu.se 
them of making a distinction imfav- 
orable to their own fellow-couTitry- 
nion. WJien .the quc.-5tlon of introduc- 
ing the Dictionary 'of National Bi- 
ography camo before them, it wiis 
held that as a. copy of this expensive 
worlc was already .,accossll:lo . to the 
l)ubllc in the Parliamantary Library, 
it was not advisa'blo,,ito duplicate it. 
If ther.a.had,'beqii^^ftn3&-B'a?tIaUty such 
as has been eM^oxi^^id them it 
would certainly 'fi'avS^beeH shown on 
that occaslon.C Tho ' coniirilssloners 
recognize tho great value of biogra- 
phical works in a public library and 
would gladly increase their meagre 
stock liy worthy reprosenialives from 
all nations. But they are .apiiointed 
to a task in which their judgment not 
their prejudice is to he exercised, and 
In the expenditure of the people's 
money they shouhl bo credited with 
exercising that judgment to tho best 
of their ability. If the flctlon-roartlng 
section of the coimriunlty were less, 
and tlie blograph.v-roadln.g scctinn 
greater it would be easy to provide 
the latter with more sustaining nour- 
isiuneiit than Is to be;, found In the 
( iin)iii( ie3 of the' i dOinss. of TxvAa 
ivoKsutli, Admiral Farragut, or Count 
Mlrabeau. But they must in any 
case 'wait a little loti<^ui^ before jtht>y 
can feast on 'the renlalns - of Sir "Wil- 
frid Laurler aiid Lord Strathcona."

HELD A FIELD DAY 

Researches of Natural History So- 
ciety at Cadboro Bay 

I Tho Natural History Society held 
a field day at Cadboro Bay yesterday. 
I Starting at 10 o'clock In tho morning, 
' the party, compo.sed of a largo num- 
I ber of tho members of the society, 
I proceeded to tho former Hudson Bay 
t property in that district to Investl- 
Iratc the cairns which dot the ground 
in the neighborhood. 



The day did not prove very suc- 
cessful from tho standpoint of the 
mitural historian, though it evoked 
herculean efforts with crowbar and 
lover on the part of the scientists. 

In all six cairns were opened, two 
of' them being laid fully bare. The 
cairns arc bowl-like In formiitloTi, the 
circular walls being surniDunted by 
heavy solid pieces of rock. One of 
these removed ye.sterday wolglied 
nearly a ton. Tho nrithoJ emiiloyed 
was akin to the engineering tactics 
of tho Egyptians. After raising tho 
boulder ii.n inch, a small .sloiie would 
be chipped under It. Stirling o.k- 
crtions .j.i the i)art of the gentlemen 
of the society woidd raise It anotnor 
Inch, etc., until tlie stono .was finally 
tilted ont of place. 

It was found in tho two cai;'r;s fully 
laid bare that the jirfie<..-:s of decay 
and the action of vcgotiitlon had al- 
most oDiiterated the original con- 
tents of the tombs. In one, fragments 
of a skull bono were discovered; in 
the other part of a thigh bono. Both 
wore badly overgrown with veget.i- 
tlon. In both cairns pieces of char- 
coal were found; a common occur- 



rence in tombs of this description.

, Jlonday night's meeting of tiie city 
council promises !o be prolific of bus- 
iness, judging by the amount that is 
on the slate. Tho last session of the 
aldermanio ..board witnessed tho intro- 
ductt9nrbt;ii'';ihattep wWch Is of su- 
prenie .lriterest-.:'In- Victoria at the pre- 
sent time, rlamely,; the "possibility of 
jJ^pcurlng ah ■Vaddltldnil' supply of! 
\water for ddhicstlc uses. It came up, 
as > has been stated previously, as a 
result of a report submitted by En- 
gineer Dovoreu.x In respect to Sookc 
Lake. Ill his statement ho' outlined 
a route wlilcli, he iisserted, was the 
only one available by which it would 
be practicable for a line of lilpe to 
be brought from that source to the 
municipality. The Mayor was In lavor 
of a grant being made I'en- the i)urpose 
of having tho survey continued, fiat 
he met with strenuous oi)))osition, the 
most effective of which was a state- 
ment by the chairman of the finance 
committee tljat tho e.\cliofiuer was not 
in a condition to permit any further 
drafts. 

This point was threshed out at some 
length',' during which discussion Aid. 

FuUcrton fg)ok occasion to remark that, 
in his ojilnion, too much money luid 
been spent on surveys of wat»-i sheds 
which mlHTh't turn out to be ))ractlcall\- 
without utility. As a result of tlie de- 
bate ami tile general olijectioa which 
was raised to tlie .May.ir's suggestion, 
no definite action was taken. 'J'he 
uuesllon was referred to the fintmcc 
conimlltee tor rejiort, and their re- 
commendation will come nil at tomor- 
row niglit's gathering. It is predicted, 
although the report does not' eintinatei 
from authorltatlvu sources, that -it,' 
win be against tho setting aside of a 
further appropriation on Sooke Lake 
surveys, at least, until the decision of 
the 'London court,<.ln''th%>case in pro- 
gress between the' corporation of ■Vic- 
toria and tho Esaulmalt Water Works 
company, is received. 

Another matter, wdilch was {jrought 
up last week and, on suggestion, was 
turned over to the finance committee, 
was that of providing for tho. filling in 
of the James Bay flats. In the course 
of tho debate on tho water supply is- 
sue Aid. Vincent, the chairman of tho 
coimnltteo mentioned, asserted that 
the fulfilling of the. city's obligation in 
filling in tho flats was just as much 
lini)ortance as tlie surveying of the 
Sooke Lake watarshed, on tlie oft 
chance that the Information might be 
useful. He said tiiat W'as something 
which would have to be seriously con- 
sidered If any further, grants for pub- 
lic wSrks were allowed. This preci- 
pitated another debat#,-wtth tlie result 
that the committeei . was • entrusted to 
deliberate on the best means of deal- 
ing with tho question, a report to bo 
submitted at the regular session which 
tLikes place tomoirow night. 

There is still anotiior civic project 
to be dealt with h.y the finance com- 
mittee. In its report to the council. It 
is the advlsibillty of making a grant 
for the provision of a public school 
metlical inspector. It has been decided 
that such an ofiiclal is rei>uired, that 
his services would make: tho munlci- 
jiality more secure from tlie attacks 
of contagions diseases, which, once 
started, are exceedingly dillicult to. 
stay until having run their course. 
Although it Is almost the unanimous 
opinion that an inspector of the kind 
vvotild do niuch good, . It is question 
able whether It >vin . be found conven 
lent to make, the appointment in the' 
Imipediato. future. Once more the dif- 
ficulty Is money. "Where are we to 
obtain tho necessary funds 7" was the 
very pertinent aucstion asked by Aid.! 
Vincent. And it remained unanswor-| 
ed. Tho matter was referred to the; 
committee for report and, - as stated,! 
will bo brought up at tho next moet-| 
ing. ! 

There are other (luestions llkel.v toj 
bo dealt with. For inst;,nco it is not: 
at all improbable that tlio gravel pit' 
nuisance, which Is agitating the peo-j 
pie of Spring Ridge district, will be in- 
troiluced. As will be ronienibercd, it 
w;is debated at a meeting between a 
select committee of the city council 
and the residents of the aforemention- 
ed section at a gathering which took 
place in the course of the past 'week 
at the city hall. Then His Worship 
Mayor Morley presented his scheme 
for Improving Spring Ridge and ofl 
ollmlnatlng„tho excavations known as| 
the pits. Ho outlined tho suggestion] 
that the the municipality should take 
1 .iver the ))roperty on which tho pits 
1 are located for a short term, that in 
I the meantime tho holes should be 
I madi! level with the streets of tho 
neighborhood. He explained that 
sucli work would necessitate the low-' 
1 eiin/.; of the watc-r pipes, the reinstat-j 
ing of improvements, .such as houses, j 
etc. etc, and the replaniing of g.ardens. 
[ I'^igures wer(! submitted demonstrat- 
ing lliat tin; undertaking could bo 
completed at practicall.v no cost, save 
i till' Inconvenience to the owners of 
I pro'perty. The outcome was that tho 
! citizens Immediately affected agreed to 
j consider the scheme and to submit an 
! oi)lnion, either In Its favor or other- 
1 wise, to the Maybr and aldermen In 
near fixture. 

It Is exiiectcd that there will bo 
some routine business. Tho streets, 
bridges and sewers committee hold u 
lengthy mooting the other night, and 
their report may hudiule features of 
importance from a civic standpidnt. 
There is a llki.'liliood that th..- attitude 
of the council towiird.s iinprn\-eiiients 
to sui)-dl vldeil pi'iipi-rt ies may lie, more 
clearly defined I ban hcrelofiu'c. The 
civil' solons, It ina.e be explained, have 
decided to lake a stand ag.ainst 1h<! 
nndertakin.g of sti-eet work, tlie laying 
of cement sidewalks, etc., on tho local 
Improvement plan, for tho purpose of 
accentuating the value of lands, hold 
for speculative purposes. In tho ox- 
tremely blunt language of Aid. Ful- 
lerton, "the- council noes not intend 
lending Itself to the booming of any 
liartlcular soctiona of property.".. This 
announcement haS' created much In- 
terest among VIctorlan.s, and genor- 
ally snonkirig. It la commended. Prac- 
tlcall.v all those who arc concorned in 
municipal ;iri'alrs agree thtit the re- 
presentatives of (he peoiile slioulil not 
.assist in the exploitation of unimprov- 
ed lands, sections wiiich are lielil for 
.sale. Any further action of the Mayor 
and aldermen in 'Consonance with 
the. policy enacted, will .bo eagerly 
awaited. , .

START GRINDING FLOUR. 

Vancouver, B. C, June 1.— Today tho 
fhst grain cvor ' milled"" In " Vailcbii-vcr 
went Into the 'gf fifderS at' the" plant of 
the Vancouver Milling &, Grain Com- 
pany, which has Just been completed 
on Smithc street, Tho installation of 
grinding and milling machinery at tho 
now mill has bc'cn i)rocecdlng for sov- 
cral months, and nhen tho last piece 
of belting hiid ocon laced, current w'as 
switched on the hundied-horse-powcr 
electric motor which will furnish' the 
power. All tlio machinory In the. nilU 
was turned over, and there' was not a 
hitch to mar the trial. 

Tlio mill was cquipiied for a capa- 
city of five hundred barrels of Hour 
per day of two shifts, but at the com- 
mcncomont of operations but one shift 
will be worked. However in tho opin- 
ion of Mr. J. E. Hall, manager of the 
company, thp plant will be working to 
tho full Jimlt by next fall. 

That tho preliminary run. of the mill 
will bo an cpoch-niarklng event in the 
history of Vancouver, is the firm, be- 
lief of every person who has followed 
tho light to make Vancouver a grain 
milling and export centre. Freight rates 
and topographical conditions for years 
stood as a barrier in the way of Van- 
couver securing the grain and Hour 
trade. Gradually these dilhcultles are 
being removed, and in the course of 
the next half-decade grainmen fully 
cxiicct that as far as tho grain of Al- 
bor'tii. Is concerned freight rates will 
bo ns low as if the Rocky Mountain 
grades did not lie beitwe^n- the' grain 
supply and tho mills' Jn"Vantiouver.

FRENCH iAi CdRS: STRIKE'' 

Paris, MaV 31. — ^FrenclisbOm?nerc'e is 
threatened with completefptirailysls as 
a result of the general strike of sail- 
ors belonging to the naval reserve, 
which went into ^operation at daylight 
today at all ports of Franco. Tho 
naval reserve compose almost all tho 
marllhno population devoted to sea- 
faring life. They number about 117,- 
OOU men, of which L','>,000 belong to tho 
war fleet. Practically tho entire per- 
sonnel of the merchant marine as 
well as the longshoremen, aro inscrib- 
ed in the naval reserve. 

The e.-;ecutive committee of tlio Na- 
tional Seamen's union ordered tho 
strike because the members of the 
union regard the government's now 
bill incroa.'dng pensions from $40.80 to 
$72.50 In the case of .seamen and fi;om 
$150 to $i;oo In th'e'case of captains 
as Inadequate. 

-The reports thus- far received Indi- 
cate that the tie-up is complete. -Vt 
tho Mediterranean, Atlantic and Caan- 
nel ports tho crews generally left 
their ships. 

The government promptly ordered 
tho army transports at Marseilles to 
bo iilaced in commission in order to I 
ensure a mail service between France 
and her African possessions, but tho 
transporttitlon companies; were taken 
bv snr)>risn and are at the mercy of 
the strikers, 

The officials of the French trans- 
Atlantic com]iany announce that neither 
La Provence nor La Gascogna • .will be 
able to sail for New York, tomp.rrqw. 
Legally, the companies are in a. 'pop!-' 
IFon to coerce tho men. Being mein- 
bcrs of the naval reserve, the crows 
are subject to heavy iienalty for In- 
subordination, but it is regarded as 
more likely that they will try to effect 
a O'Hiipromisc. 

ITrgeiit orders havo boon forwarded 
to Toulon to prepare the transports 
Xlve, Vinh Long, Mytho and Kliamrock 
for se.-i duty In case the trike of soii-

It lias Iicen decided by membcr.s of 
the Board of ^School. Trustees and 
local oducatlonallsts, after their con- 
ference with Dr. Tory, of aicGiil "Uni- 
versity, that tlie second year worlc 
In arts may be tiiken ui> immediately 
l)y the Victtn-ia college, but that it 
v'oulu be wise to allow *ho proposed 
applied science course to remain in 
abeyance until September, 1908.

■ Steamor Otti^r, which reached port 
yesterday morning from Sechart 
Whaling Btatlon of the -PjicJflp Whal- 
ing Company, bringing 338 barrels o( 
\vhale oil for shipment to Glasgow 
on the steamer Yangtzso of the Blue 
Funnel lino and a largo shipment of 
fi?rtllizer for shipment to San Fran- 
ci.sco, brouglit news that sixteen 
Whales were taken by the steamers 
Orion and Saint La\vr^renco during 
last week.- Oi. these thr^e wero sul- 

. phur-bottoms, ■ whlpjjiu are considered 
of muph more value than the hump- 
backs and flnbaclis. The steamer 
Otter Is loading a large cargo of ma- 
chinery and buUdwig material, wltli 
which she will sail shortly for the 
conipani''s second whaling station at 
Narrow Cut creek, ICyuciuot Soaml, 
and the steamer Tees, - which sailed 
last night for Clayoquot and way 
ports, took a very largo shipment of 
hardwood barrels Ijrouglit from I^oii- 
don, Ontario, for the Sechart utation. 

Capt. Balconi, manager of the 
whaling company, yesterday stated 
that no decision had been reached 
With regard to the site for a station 
for tho winter whaling In the Gulf 
of Georgia. In company with Dr. 
Kisrnullor, inventor of the process 
used by the Pacific Whaling Com- 
pany, for working up thj whales, ho 
looked at a site near Nanaimo. Choice 
rc^sts between this point, Texada and 
Pender islands, and no decision has 
yet been reached as to 'nrhich "nrlll be 
used. A selection will be hiado 
shortly, and work will probably start 
wUhin a month, it being necessary to 
havo tho station ready for operation 
when bad weather sets in on the \Ye3t 
Coast. 

, H. Larson Bjornsgaard, who recent- 
ly arrived from Norway and London, 
to locate whaling stations In British 
Columbia, is still seeking to st-curo 
locations. As will be remembered, he 
applied for a site at Safety Cove, 
Calvert Island, but this ni)plicatlon 
was refused. Efforts are being made 
to secure stations elsewhere, and if 
the' Norwegian whaler Is successful 
he will establish depots as quickly as 
possible to allow of work being com- 
menced early Jiext summer. 

Whether successful or not in Bri- 
tish CQlumbla, It is the Intention of 
Mr. Bjornsgaard • on - behalf of the 
company he rcpresent.'-i to osLibllsh 
whaling stations on the Ala.skau coast, 
and arrangements will be made for 
whaling steamers to be brought from 
Norway for use at these places. The 
depot steamer Nore, which la nttcd 
with tanks to receive oil, and with 
cold storage chambers that could bo 
used for lish, will also be sent to this 
coast for use in connection with tho 
whaling enterprise. 

■ Still another wnallng company 
which proposes to cuter bu.siness 
shortly on the North Pacific Is the 
Barneson-HIbberd Company of San 
Francisco, for which a whaling 
steamor to cost $5.5,000 Is now bchig 
constructed at the Moran shipyards 
at Seattle. This company, which will 
probably secure th» process of Or. 
Rlsmuller by arrangement with tlie 
well known Victorian, inten.!.-: to es- 
tablish a station on tho Alaskan coast 
in the neighborhood of KlUIsnoo. 



TO BRING JAPANESE. 

Kumerio Will Bring Large Number 
of Coolies From Ha.waiian Islands. 

Steamer Kumeric, one of tlio Weir 
Bteamcrs to bo placed In the new 

Australian freight line, now bringing 
a shipload of Portuguese laborers 
from tho Azores for the sugar plan- 
tations on Hawaii, is to bring about 
COO Japanese to A'ictoria and Van- 
couver according to advices from 
Honolulu. The Kumeric is bei-ng 
chartered for the trip by tho Japan- 
ese hotcM:ecp."r;i' guild of Itonohilti, 
and the business of sending a large 
party of Japanese to tii'iti.sh (Colum- 
bia is not meeting with nlic approval 
of Japanese now liere. 'J'lie Japan- 
ese consul at Vancouver had cabled 
to the cinsul at Honolulu to tho ef- 
fect that employment can'not bo 
secured for the coolies sent north, 
according to Honolulu advices. 

Tlio Honolulu JJuIletIn says: "Tlie 
proposition of chartering the Kum- 
eric was lirst brought up by IIk; 
executive oflicers of the union," said 
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a prominent oflicor of that body. 
Afterwards it was discussed at a gen- 
eral meeting, at wliich it was decided 
to do so, and negotiations w'cro open- 
ed with tho owners of the steamship. 
We wore told that .we could ; charter 
her for thepvoy^ge-to iVancouyor for 
S20,00'0, the terms being' that the "' sum 
of $10,000 should be put up In ad- 
vance, and that tho remaining $10,- 
000 should bo paid on tho arrival of 
the boat at Honolulu. 

""\Vo havo decided to accept the of- 
fer, and wo have already collected 
and put up $5^000.' The ottior $6,000 
ottiio first ton will be put up in a few 
days. There will be no ' troiiblo In 
raising the entire amount 'required. ■ 

"There are at least a thousand 
Japanese who will take tho passage 
to Vancouver in the Kumeric, and 
there mav be twelve hundred or oven 
over that The fare will be $53 a 
head." 



AMMOI>j IN DOCK. 

Kosmos Liner Placed on Blocks at 
Esquimatt Yesterday For Repairs. 

Tho Kosmos liner Animon. which 
reached Esquimalt early yesterday 
mornl'ng, was hauled out in tho gov- 
ernment dock, and Is being cleaned, 
painted and overhauled by tho B. C. 
Marine Railway Company. Tho 
steamer is completing a voyage bo- 
bun nearly half a year aRO. I'rom 
South American ports to San l'''ran- 
cisco the steamor brought consider- 
able nitrate, and it Is stated by Ban 
Francisco papers that a plow had to 
bo used in tho vessels hold to loosen 
tho cargo. The plow was called Into 
service to assist in disintegrating 
1,000 tons of nitrate, which In some 
manner had bo'como frozen In the hold 
and \vas so hard that tho stevedores 
were unable to gatlier even ;i hatful 
by the use of picks and shovels. Cap^ 
tain Harry Goodall and Captain Ben- 
nett of tho California Stevedoring 
Company, which looks after the 
handling of the cargo at . this port for 
tho German lino, were in a quandary 
when one of the stevedores jocularly 
suggested that a plow would solve tlio 
problem. Captain Goodall Instantly 
grasped the idea and dispatched 
Henry Speler to his ranch In Marin 
county and had a i^low shipped. By 
moans of block and tackle tho plow 
was furnished necessary power from 
the steam winch and from the outset 
the scheme was found to bo practic- 
able. Tho share of the plow dug Into 
the hardened nitrate, which was soon 
tumbling about tho hold. 



AORANGI COMING. 

Canadian-Australian Liner Expected 
to Reach Port on Wednesday,, 

Tho Canadian-Australian liner 
Aorangl, which left Honolulu on 
Wednesday last to vomplete he^ voy- 
age from tho Antipodes Is 'due at the 

outer dock on "Wednesday. The 
steamer has a largo eomplemc'it of 
passengers and a fair freight for this 
port. In order to facilitate travel to 
United States points by tho Canadian- 
Australian liners from Honolulu the 
Washington government has made a 
customs regulation with regard to 
ba.ggage. In this regard a Honolulu 
dl.-patch sa^■.t;: "The taking off of the 
colonial steamer service of the 
Spreckles lino has diverted a larger 
portion of the travel between llie 
island and the mainland of the Unit- 
ed States by way of the Canadian- 
Australian steamships by \Vay of 
Victoria and Vancouver. For tho 
acconimodati<m of such passengers, 
permission has been secured from tho 
treasury department for the custom 
olTlcials here to seal aud cord pas- 
aunger's baggage here so that it can 
go through Avithout examination at n 
port of entry." 

Pome of tho steamor.<? oper.ntlng 
helween the Orient and San Fran- 
cisco via Honolulu are Britlsli ves- 
Re\B and, under the shipping laws, 
cannot carry passengers between 
Honolulu and San Francisco. Owing 
to the demand for accommodation, 
however, a Tinmbcr havo lately paid 
?l!7n. of which .?200 Is Jo cover the 
line Ipvlnil for infracting tlie regula- 
tions, to secure passage on these ves- 
sels. The steamor Doric, which 
reached San Francisco yesterday, had 
several passengers who paid the high 
faros. Tho passengers paying . this 
high rate nro members of the United 
States congressional party, which 
recently proceeded lo the H.-iwalian 
Islands on the United Si:it.'.; trans- 
port Buford.

But the former vessel nctu&lly 
made 24^ knots 6n'' trial, 'and han done 
well In service, for'; during 82 trips In 
1305 she took on .'an' i average on tho 
single passage between Ostond and 
Dover only 1S7 minutes, and tho mean 
consumption on tho trip w.as 23 tons. 
Among the latest boats of tho cross- 
channel fleet It is found that the tur- 
bine boat does the passage In about 
15 per cent, less time on tho same 
coal consumption. On tho samo basis 
ot displacement and speed tho turbine 
boat shows nn economy in coal con- 
sumption of 25 per cent.

ground on Friday evening. It was 
unanimously decided that. thOf.historlc 
spot should remain ' consocratetl 
ground for all time. Thl.-i sliould ef- 
fectually dispose of the nioxcnicnL to 
transfer the remains tliero sepultured 
to Koss Ba;- cenu.dery and .to devote 
this relic of the past to the puriioses 
of a public park. 

Many native sons gathered at the 
city hall to attend the meeting. .Al- 
most all luid relatives buried In 'ilie 
cemi.'ter.\-. Bishop Perrin represented 
the army and the navy. 

Jn opening the meeting Aid. Meston 
slated that ho was In receipt of a let- 
ter from the Hon. R. G. Tatlow stat- 
ing tiiat the government was pi-epared 
to hanil over the cemetery provision- 
ally to the city council, and that at 
the ni.'Xl session legislation would ,be 
introduced into the house conllrming 
the action. This constitutes the city 
trustee of the cemetery, and It is 
bourd to maintain it in rejxiir. 

The altitude of tile majority .^f 
llioso i)reaciil was niaiilfest- from the 
llr.st. It was felt that the fcbinetery 
was historic, .and that It should be 
maintained In Its present character. 
Aid. ;\leston 'In 'This Introductory re- 
marks pointed out that the city could 
not lev.N- taxes to keep liie burial 
grouiul in repair, but tliat the e.\- 
pcuse must necessarily devolve upon 
those having lots there. 

11. D. Helmckeii, K. C, voiced the 
feelhig of the majority of those pre- 
sent when the matter was thrown 
oiien to debate. lie stated that the 
general sentiment was that the coun- 
cil should maintain the burial ground. 
Those Interested had tl?ne after time 
placed their plots In repair, fenced 
them and attended to Mheir' "upkeei), 
but just as often vandals and irre- 
sponsible itulivlduals had wrought 
havoc with the ftuices and tlio tomb- 
stones. He was o.Npllcit on one polnl. 
This was tiiat the descende'ils of 
those buried there would neyer con: 
sent to. the land being diverted- from 
its crlglnar purpose. ' 

Bishop Perrin spoke in nuich (he 
same strain. In lils opinion the C(u-- 
poi-allo;! slunilil place a bylaw before 
the people calling for the raising of 
$5,000. Some of this should . b<! set 
aside for l.mniedlalo repairs, and the

Tho crow pest Is continually being 
brought to my notice. Ijast week I 
heard of someone wdion driving along 
the Happy Valley road near Mclcho- 
sin, seeing a crow lly up not far In 
front of lilm. The bird had In his tal- 
ons a little blue grouse only a few 
days old, and on the road were three 
more that would have been victimized 
also had ho not opportunely arrived 
on the scene. The inother bird \vas 
calling only a short distance away, 
but she was unable to protect them 
against the robber. A few weeks ago 
with a friend I visited the nesting 
place of the crows on Chatham Island. 
W'e could easily have destroyed one 
hundred eggs or young, but It seemed 
too cowardly to destroy the little In- 
nocents. Wo did not disturb them, 
exc.jpt to get a photograph of a nest 
and to take a couple of sets of eggs 
for solentlflo purposes."

Great Gro\vtIi ofthe Saw Mill Industry 
Nea^ yictdrla \ ' 

One i of tho ■ oldest, "yot ■ still ont of 

»he most jirogrcssivG industries on 
Vancouver Island and in British Col- 
umbia generally, Is the niauufaclurc 
of lumber. This Island pos.-;e«ecs the 
most valuable and largest area of 
merehantalilo tinil.ier in the world. The 
Doiij;ia^ i\r, sometimes called tho Ore- 
gon pine, is the staple of commerce, 
and 11 is here fotind of the largest di- 
mensions and ill the greatest profu- 
sion, .lames M. ilacoun In ills admir- 
able work, "The J-"orcsls of Canada," 
has this to say on the subject: 

"It ,'iltaliis its greatest size on Van- 
couver Island, or on the shores and in 
rh'or valleys near the coast on the 
.Mainland. There trees 300 feet in 
height are not rare, the average height 
ol those felled for lumber being 150 
feet. Trees of greater diameter than 
seven feet are rarely cut, those of 
eight, ten or even eleven feet In di- 
ameter are not rare. Tho fact that 
uie largest trees are found near liio 
coast greatly facllllates the transport' 
of logs from the woods to the mill, 
and ;is the majnrity of tlie mills are 
so situated that the largest Khi]is m;!\- 
load within a few vards of the saws, 
the cost per 1,0(10 feet of handling 
Douglas fir and other west coast lum- 
ber is small." 

Next to the Dou.glas llr comes the 
giant arbor vHae, or red cedar. This 
extremely valuable timber al.so attains 
its groiitest size on \'aneoiiver Island. 
Its commercial Inijiortance Is accen- 
tuated by the fact thai the forests on 
the other side of the international 
boundary, that until recently contain- 
on largo bodies of red cedar, have been 
piactloally denuded, and from now on 
\ ancouvcr Island and a portion of the 
Mainland littoral have to be depend- 
ed- upon for the chief, if not the. sole, 
source ot supply. The lime is even 
now approaching when it will bo con- 
sidered loo valuable for use in the 
m;niurael lire nf shingles ami devoted 
excliislvidy for the production of In- 
terior furnisliings of the best class. 

I here are at least twcnt.v varieties 
of merchaiiliible timlier native to 
A aiK-ouve-r island. The two men- 
tioned alio\-e, hciw(!ver, form the basis 
of present coiiimercl;il exploitation, 
but others will come into tho market 
in Ihe near futiiri\ 

It cannot lie denied that tin- Held for 
Vancouver Island timber as a mer-- 
cluiiilable ]ii-opositlon is only limited 
by faeilHIes for trans] lorla I ion. There 
Is H constant iiiid growing demand 
from the prairie provinces, and it 
should not bo forgotten that, as "New" 
|T!rlil.sh Columbia opens up, there will 



w-eigheii 1 1„. an Increasing demand there. Over-, 
■" '^eas opportunities will be dealt with 
later on. Announcement was recently i 
made of two new mills to be erected, 
ono on Ksquhnalt harbor and tho oth- 
er at Port San ,Iuan, and these are 
only the forerunners of many more 
that will iK-rl'orco bo built to supply 
the raiildly Increasing- demand. One 
Intei-estlng fact In eonneetioii v,-ltli the| 
mill of thi^ B. V. tiriihain Dumber 
company, about to be conHlnicted near 
the n-.outli of Mlllstream, nn Ksiiuimalt' 
harbor. Is the ii.io to which its product I 
will largely bo put. Some ot the prom- 
inent shiiroholdnrs are connected with 
the orange-growing Industry in .South- 
ern California, and it \s the Intention 
to cut a largo amount-of box lumber 
that will be put, into shape for making 
boxes at a point on San Pedro hay, as 
the nearest point -on the coast to Los 
Angeles. ; 

Another use to which 'Vancouver 
Island lumber will bn put, nnd this 
the defective and small-alzed trees 
that cannot be utillKod In any otb.or 
wav', will be tlio manufacture of wood 
inilp. Want of adetiuate eaiiltal has 
baiiipered tlio starting of this indus- 
try for many years, but the lnci>ssant 
demand has attracted the attenllou of 
investor.'!, nnd even now work is nctu- 
ally tinder way tov.'nrds the erection 
of two Inrgo plants, one on Vancou- 
ver Island and the other on the Jlaln- 
Innd. Mention ot tl-e market for this 
product will bo made later on. 



A NEW INDUSTRY 



Possibilities ^ of. • Shipping .Fresh -.Salmon ■ 
.' ' . Long Distances • : . 

A recent cable' despatch -from -Lon-* 
ron of special ; Interest - to ( Victorians ; , 
read as follows. ^ ' 

"It Is understood .a rblg scheme is 
In preparation for' the Importation of 
fresh flsh from British Columbia into 
the (J/iiiiiU i-».'rigd.iTn. .f^.cco'-dlng to . 
the ideas of tlio prortotors, it will bo 
possible to put untliined salmon and 
halibut on Ihe table here at almost 
the cost of Yan-notith bloaters in tho 
glut season. Competent authorities 
here and in Canada liiivc pronounced 
the scheme feasible. Throe powerful 
llrms In ISngland, Scotland, nnd Ire- 
land, it la .stated, luivc expressed wil- 
lingness to engage in the t:isk of dis- 
tributing to British consumers. It la 
believed a British steamship company 
will also provide cold storage service 
to New Zealand." 

The httrvest of tho sea has yielded 
an enoriiHJUs amount of w-etilth to 
British Columbia lighermon, but tliei-d 
Is ample room for aia enormous expan- 
sion. Up to the present salmon flshing 
has occupied the ni'ost Important place, 
and will continue to-do so In all prob- 
ability, but even this Industry has been 
conducted under undue limitations 
for reasons that it Is unnecessary to 
mention hero. 

When, by the' introduction of ■ flsh 
traps, A'ancouYcr Island became able 
to partlclpalu in ii branch of com- 
mercial endeavor before entirely llin- 
itod to the h'raser. Naas and Skeona 
rivers and the Inlets of the northern 
mainland, great h0]ics were held out 
of a largo amoui-it of additional wealth 
coming to the city. Up to the pres- 
ent, however, the innovntiim has hard- 
ly pttsscd the experimental stage but 
enough knowledge has been gleaned 
to prove that, under jiroper conditions, 
the ciitcliing of salmon by means of 
llsh trap."! can be made very profltable 
on tiiQ coast of Vancou-ver Island .'in. 
the vicinity of Victoria. 

Though the salmon are present In 
large Minnhei-s, there has not. here- 
tofore, been BUflicient aggressiveness 
shown in preparing them for, outside: 
markets. Though ' founded; pn -unreftBr- 
oning prejudice and l:.>vltlioUt -warrant 
by fact, It must ,1)6 recognized that 
recent revelations la' th«' pa;cklng in- 
dustry of the 'Dhlted'- States have 
caused tho Fiuropcan peoples to fight 
shy ot any foodstuffs that are can- 
ned. Though time will overcome this 
prejudice something is necessary to 
hold the market -until that happy con- 
summation arrives. 

In respect to salmon three other 
methods of placing It on tho market 
are open nnd although each has re- 
ceived some attention there is a great 
Held for expansion open. Firstly, tho 
old metliort of salting, either dry or 
wet has boon in vogue for many 
years, btit„.wltli the exception of sorna 
isolated mnrkets, this stylo of pre- 
paration does not meet w-ith general 
favor. 

;\llld pickling, a compartttlvely new 
process, has been much more cordi- 
ally received. This was particularly 
apiiaront liist season -when represen- 
tatives of German lir.ms traveled up 
and down the coast purchasing every 
piHind of mild pickled salmon ..that 
was offered. It must be admitted that 
a noticeable delay has been experienc-. 
ed In moving the canned , article .but - 
the mild cured supply -was riot nearly 
equal to the demand: To some extent 
tho fishorymen of Victoria catered • . to • 
this largely expanding market, but 
there Is no doubt that ample oppor-: 
tunlty exists for others to engage in 
the Industry. ' 

Mow without undue salting, to placo 
smoked salmon on eastern and Euro- 
pean markot.s in first class condition 
is a problem that has occupied' atten- 
tion for inan.v years. Unfortunately, 
iiji to the proHont, no Ealisf.actory so- 
lution has been found but there Is no 
reason why careful experiments 
should not evolve a shnplo and inex- 
pensive method. Though a rninlmurn 
of ex)>ense is i-vlways desirable even a. 
large iiercentage of added cost .should 
not deter those Interested from efforts 
in tills direction. Boraclc add and 
other preservatives ot tho same class 
perforce havo to be left out of the 
calculation but there are , other, ways 
open. In conversation recently with 
a man for many years connected with 
the lishing industry the writer was 
given what appears, to bo a valuable 
suggestion. 

"Why not put whole, uncooked 
smoked salmon In large cans the way 
they do herring?" he said. There ap- 
pears to be no dlfliculty In carrying 
this out. It Is certain that the de- 
composition that rapidly sets in is 
consequent upon continued exposuro 
to the air and why, therefore, sluiulil 
it not bo retarded by hermetically 
sealing iiacknges contiiinliig smokerh 
salmon',' While the present hlgli 
prices for tho article mentioned rulo 
on eastern and European markets, or 
even were they cut in haU', thero 
should 1.10 n good jirotit for those who 
engaged in such an enterprise. if 
the iiackages were not too large, so 
that the contents would not have to 
remain exposed too long before belns 
|.t9od» the suggested scheme appears . 
feasible. It la certainly worth a trial. 
Should success be attained, halibut 
and sturgeon could be treated in tho 
same way and those able and willing 
to pay for them could secure smoked 
flsh of the varieties mentioned with- 
out the '"saltiness" that is deemed un-' 
pleasant by many.

second nature with them to garb their 
thoughts with jioesy. When a Sa- 
nuiral was condemned to hari-kari in 
tho old days, the feudal days of not 
more tluiu half a century ago, he 
wrote a 'fFoom; when Clcneral Baron 
Nogl came to the walls of Kinchow 
and from, the towered . gate topping 
the crumbled crannelatel -wall looked 
to tho battlefield of Nunshan nearby, 
ho wrote a poem to commemorate the 
death of his son there; later, when his 
army captured 203-Metre Hill before 
Port Arthur, after strewing the 
blood-slippery sloju'S with I'oriises, 
among whicii was that id' his eldest 
son, the conqueror of the great Rus- 
sian stronghold wrote anotlicr poem. 
In tho Held Oyaina wrote poems on 
postcards and seijt thcni to friends In 
,.Iapan; when Ito made the treaty of 
Shimonosekl at the famous inn, Shlniv 
pan-ro, from whose balconies the 
shimmering straits uro seen dotted 
with transports, ho wrote In Chinese 
characters on Its shoji: "Here one 
hears the whispering of the tides." 
h'roin palace lo Jliirlkslia-Ktand, from 
wattled hut on samiian-llned strand 
to tiled temple roofs, whore Buddhist 
lirlests write sutras in rhyme, all 
these ]icurde of .lapan are iiocts. His 
.Maje.ny the Kiniieror, his consort, 
Haruko, the Empress, tho crown 
lirhico and crown princess — all are 
poets. 

Miilsohiio, I'hiiperor of all Die .la- 
|j;uiese, godhead of the Slii;;to jiriests. 
Illustrious descendant of O ICanii no 
.\m-tera.-u the sun Rod, has a p.asslon 
for jioetry. W'liile his ministers mo- 
blii/.e arinle., and his generals wdn 
bill lies, as his finance ministers 
siliemo for mortgaged interests, the 
iCmpcror devotes a portion of evavy 
day to the writing of verso. He has, 
within tho last ten years, written over 
thirty thousand odes In the thirty-one 
syllfible style, known' as tanka, pecu- 
liar to Japanese poetry. 

Each New Year it is a, cu.stoni as 
firmly established as that of tho Rus- 
sian to kiss the llrst man he meets 
on Eastern morn and say "Christ is 
risen," lo write an ode. -V theme is 
set and lOmjierer, impress and all llic 
exalled iier.<or.a,ges of the court com- 
pete, each composlii.ir a tanka. The 
nation then enters the compelltion, 
following the Imperial lead, and thou- 
sands of poi'iiis are sent, the general 
custom of the writers being to so 
treat the subject to Involve a delicate 
conipllnient to the ruler. 

Juiia:-.esc [loetry hiis not felt the en- 
croachment of liie West as much as 
has the pictorial art ot the empire,, 
now being remodelled after European 
schools. It has no rhyme, no balances 
of syllables — all syllables count alike. 
The thirty-one syllables of the tanka 
are arranged in lines of five and sev- 
en. Nature furnishes texts for tho 
singers. The flower buds, the snow, 
till) moon, the mist on the mountain 
or the falling Ic'avcs of autumn— all 
nature's plia.ses and aspects furnish 
I hemes to tlie poet, who siiuats, brush 
111 li.and, on mat-covered lloor before 
the open sliojl. looking to plctnresi|iie 
nature for Insiiiratlon. Love anil life 
are, of course, the theme of man}' tan- 
ka, and religion insjiires numiiers of 
poems. Many are simply assertions, 
lioellcally written. Often a dual 
meaning is conveyed, a favorite 
method of Japanese poesy. An In- 
.^tanco of the play upon words is tho 
poem of General Baron Nogl -»n tho 
capture of 2na-Metrc Hill, written on 
the battlelleld. It reads:

Of course the translation does no 
justice lo the llteniry (pialillcs of the 
oiiK.iial, bi;t it sullicos to show the 
Ilia,.'- upeu words.

"iiiDuntain of your spirits." The idea 
being to convey to the mind of the 
reader the terrible loss of life then , 
that 2n3-Metre Hill had become the 
mountain of the spirits of lost sol- 
diers. 

Tho poems of Mis Majesty Mutsohi- 
to, translated by Prof. A. Lloyd, M.A., 
of a Tokio university, while naturally 
losing much' of this Intricate word- 
iday and imagery of Japanese poetry, 
show well the lu'turo of Japan's ruler. 
The majority of tho works arc In 
t;iiik-a. pr.ictically epigrams when 
coii\-i'rted into l';;nglish. a tiisk iiMst 
dillicull because of the ilisslmllaritx- 
of the manner of e.xpressiiig thought. 
'I'he chief merit of the poems of His 
.Majesty lies in tlu-ir extreme terse- 
ness and plthiiiess, the eeonom.x of 
means pu:dieil almost to the verge of 
iiideliniteness .and obscurity, the royal 
lioel, us his brother artists, the paint- 
ers of kakemono, leaving the niUng-in 
of the details and the elaboration of 
the thought to the Imagination of the 
reader, 'i'o undershnid them fully re- 
quires knowle.lKe • r the .lapaiiese 
inechanlsni of nieiil:il assocdaliou, and 
with tho emotional a tmosr/hei-e in 
which the nation lives, for, althoui^h 
tourists have spoken of tin.' stoiidsm 
of the ,Tapaiiese, tlil.^ is really a mask 
hilling a most emotional nature. 

Whatever the technical skill of the 
lOmpei'or, lOiiiiiress. trown prince ;inil 
princess, their works have a \-alue to 
I'orcicfiierK In that they reveal a slib' 
ot the character of those who laile 
.laiian. When 1 waited in ToKlo in. the 
weary d.ays of waiting ;u tin- Imiierial 
hotel — hunie fellow-correspondents 
aptly called the place "Tho Imperial 
Tomb" — •! saw these exalted persons 
on several occasions ere f left for 
Manchuria to join Oku In tho bloody 
lields of Llaolung. I saw them in 
their progress on the street on slate 
occasions, iind at slate furudlons; ! 
heard through the nation's press oi' 
their magidlicent donations to char- 
ities and other public objects, and of 
the keen Inieres.i llie hlmiiress lakes 
in plill.aiitln-o]iie v>'rirk and eilucatloii; 
I s;iv,- the Biii|iress with her ladies 
of thi^ Red ('voss maliinp: banilaf;es 
anrl eoml'Lirls for siddli'rs; at the end 
of every re]iort of a fresh \'ie|in-y on 
lield or flood, 1 rend the iiKnilablo 
reference to Ills Majesty's Illustrious 
virtue. But, somehow, for various 
reason.? I gcnorully fulled to re.-illze 
tho great, .qualities of the ilmiieror 
and his consort and to nppieclatir 
their chare In the wonderful advauci? 
of Japan during the last forty years. 
The lioems of His Majesty show me 
Ills cha meter clearer I bun those cur- 
sor.v .^lances at the Japanese ruler ul 
a slate t'uiietloii, at a eheri\- Hanii'n 
|iart\-, at tlie opening of the lUet, oc- 
easiniis wlien I w.is, for a few mo- 
nient.s, near a ruler who cmiies but 
seldom iinioiig his |icople.

.And, in the changing .leasor., when 
the dwarfed trees were uh'tc -.vltli 
snow, when the tiled temple roofs 
gleamed while with ' scintllating gems 
in the moonlight and' th.el.c'ppliCs wero 
seen aio, more, walst-'deep In the 
swanip paddy fields, the Emprbs.s, 
whose charitable ' nature was linovcd, 
wrote:'

In the glad days of the festival of

downfall. His Majesty and his con- 
sort wrote poems. It is the custom so 
to do, and custom rules the Orient. 
lOvery New Year the people look for 
the Emperor's poem, and when It is 
|)ul)Iislied a nation bakes Its l>rusli in 
band to write. This year the lOinperor 
wrote a p.aen of iiralse; the tCmpress 
wrote a thoughtful tanka exi>ressing 
lii'i- Kr.illtude for the tokens of syiii- 
l>alhy in liic crisis of the nation. 

The poem tho Emperor wrote was:

The greatest jioets of Japan were 
llUolinaro and Aka-lilto, both writers 
of the elglilb conliiry. Jaiianese con- 
l ider that epoch famous for It.s poetry, 
for In the land of the Rising Sun It i.s 
not so much tho individual as the 
cpocli that is considered. Poetry is 
considered the production of an era 
rather than- of Individuals. The pub- 
lished works, therefore, except in such 
cases as that of a royal poet, are not 
those of one writer, but of the collect- 
ed works of a period. Tho Man-yo- 
sliu — "Colleclion of a Myriad J,eave.^" 
— IJiiblished in the eighth century. Is, 
perha|)s, the most prized of all Ja- 
iianese collections of poctr.w its 
words, tliou.gli, are more or less ob- 
seuir', and hundreds of volumes are 
publisbofl by modern .Tapancse schol- 
ars who pose as exiionenls of the 
work. Other collections are those of 
the tenth and succeeding centuries to 
the fifteenth, published , by Imperial 
order.' ^'hoBo; -■(vith V;' tho ^■' works; of 
Tsuraynlil, a Dalmyd-wHo" lived about 
030 A. D., have been published with 
tho title of Nl-ju-lchI Dal Shu— "An- 
iliologles of the One-and-Twenty 
Itelgns." 

The most popular colleclion with 
the greater mass of the people o|' .7,.i- 
pan Is the llyaku-nhi fs-Kliu — "Tlie 
Hundred Odes of n Hundred Poets." 
'riiis collection Is comidled by I'elko- 
kya, a nobleman wdio lived In Ihe 
trilrleenlh centiir.v. lie was a skil- 
ful pod and held a, jioslllipn equivalent 
to poet- laureate at the court of the 
ruling Shogun, Among his friends 
was Rcnsho; a noble who bocanio a 



priest in a teniiile at Hgura in Saga. 
To him Tcikokya sent poems written 
on shoji — tho paper-panelled screens 
common to all Japanese houses. At 
the request uf Rcnsho the ]iiii;t com- 
piled a hundred poems for ilie dei;or- 
aliou oC shoji — and these poems, af- 
terward . copied from the sho-jl of 
the temple, became the ilyaku-nln la- 
Shu;j>; Later, In tho years of tho 
i''t>ui;thi-' Shb'gunate, or in the ago of 
Gcnroku (1088' to 1703 A.D.) tho odes 
wore written on cards, one poem on 
'each card, and svero used in various 
card games. When .Saimiriil became 
impoverished they often earned 
tuoncy by writing the iioems on cards,' 
and .some canls, written Ijy nobleriien, 
had greal tinauclal value. 

-Ml the songs of tne llyaku-nin Is- 
Slm are In uuika, coioposed of thirty- 
one syllables. It is lu tliis form that 
Japanese jioetry first appeared. Stu- 
dirnts cannot .say wdien poems were 
llrst written, however, for the study of 
poetry in Japan takes the investigator 
back through the centuries. Many 
hold that the first poem written by a 
Jaiianese poet was tho song of tho 
god Susa-iio-o, sung at the building 
of llio bridal pahicc for a celestial 
pair. As Japanese writers have it, 
this poem was: x

But, however the Western reader 
looks at the poetry of the Orient, the 
Japanese linds ills art deliglilful. Hoar 
what i'osliido Kendo said in tho four- 
teenth century: "Jajianese poetry is 
esiK'clally cliarming. h'.ven the toil of 
an awkward peasant or of a woods- 
man, expressed in poetic form, de- 
lights the mind. The name of the ter- 
rible" wild boar also, when styled 
fusul-no-toko,' sounds elegant. . 

This Writer • expressed > 'vyherelri lies 
the charm of Japanese poetry — In the 
embodiment of the natural with a 
garb uf refined speech. I,ong before 
the words of Yoshido Konko wero 
written, Tsurayuki, tho pool of the 
lenlh century, said: "Poetry bogan 
when heaven and earth wore created, 
in the age of tlie swift gods it would 
seem that as yet tliero was no estab- 
lished moire. Tlieir poetry was art- 
less in form and liard of comproben- 
sion. It was in tho age ot man thsit 
Susa-no-o made tho lirst poetry of 
thirty-one syllables. And so, by the 
valu multiplication of .our thoughts 
and language Avo '.came "tp •express'-^our 
love for flowers, our envy of birds, 
our emotion at tho sight of tho hazes 
which usher in the spring, or our 
grief ;it tieliolding the dew. As u, 
distant joiiriic>' is begun by our first 
footsteps and goes on for months and 
year:;; as a high mounlaln has its be- 
ginning in the dust of Its base, and at 
length arises aloft and extends acroK--i 
the skyline like the clouds of heaven, 
so gradual must have been the rise of 
poetr.v. Poetry draws its metaphors 
from the waves and the Ilreclad moun- 
tains, or the spring of water in tho 
midst of the moor. Poets gazed on 
the underleaves of the autumn lespc- 
deza, or counted the .times a snipe 
preened its feathers, or compared 
mankind to a Joint fit bamboo floatinsr 
down a stream, or expressed their dis-- 
gust Willi the world by tho simile ot 
tile River 'i'oshino, or hoard that the 
smoke no longer rose from Blount 
Puji." In ;i long list of tliemo follow- 
in.i^ the (diitlme poet nowhere carried 
the reader lie>'ond the joys of nature, 
joy in spring dowers. In autumn 
moons, and the like. 

1 give extracts from the Hundred 
Odes of a Hundred Poets, as tran;dal- 
ed by Clay UracCaul.'iy. R..^. In one 
the poet sees the perfect bcautj- of 
one of the best sea and landscapes of 
Japan— tho coast of Tago, with the 
sacred mountain, Fuji, rearing his 
snow-covered pea'ic, and he writes: 
When to Taprn's coast 
T niy way have l;re:i. and see 
Porfeet whiteness l.'ild 



In tile old ilays an imperi.il barrier 
was maintaiiieil at Suma, and guards 
stood at the castle gate.

Tho ICmperor iJo-loha, who 
ascended the throne In llSfi A. D., and 
souRhl to recover iniperhil authority 
from the Slmguns of Ivainnknra, the 
then capital, in vain, has written an 
ode expressing grief for friends who ■■ 
fell In his cause, of li.ale for his en- 
emies, and weariness with the world. 
He '^yns defeated In si battle against 
the usurping HoJo family's forces in 
12'J1 and banished to Okl 'Island, 
where he died. He left tills poem:

' Ihteresting Address by Mr. C: F. Just 




From Canada (London). 
Mr. C. F. JiiBt, o£ the Caniidlcin Em- 
igration ofUce, la.st week acldroHMcd a 
ineotlns: of tlm United Wards club, at 
Cannon street hotel, taking for his 
subject, "Industrial Canada." In com- 
mencing his adtlress tlio speaker sat^ 
tluit, though this was the first occa- 
sion on which the subject ol' InauB- 
trlal, Canada had been treated public- 
ly Mn-'the'^clty Of lidndon, if was one 
whlcli- undoubtedly concerned the bus- 
iness men of the United IClngdom, 
■ who could not afford to remain in ig- 
norance of tho great factors whlcii 
were Influencing tho o.vpanslon of the 
British Don-.lnlona beyond the seas. 

In 1SG7, Canada beean:o united and 
In a position to act. For ten years 
she suffered with a good grace the 
ca'.cuUitod economic pressure from tho 
states. A hostllo tariff shut out her 
exports, while tho well developed. Am- 
erican industries sought, under .the 
low tariff, to crush out her nascent 
manttfacturlng enterprises. Tho dan- 
ger .of commercial dependence being 
followed fay political absorption was 
evident. Tho stirrings of national 
life resented the mere suggcHtion, and 
a change of fiscal policy and a change 
in ;ho direction of her foreign tide, 
was indispensibio if Canada was to 
remain mistress of her destiny. 

Under the shadow of the National 
policy, initiated in 187.S, Canada had 
built uj) a eomiiletc industrial system 
Tho Invested capital in those indus- 
tries stood at 30 millions sterling in 
ISiU, and today at 10.0 millions. There 
wore now some 15,000 manufacturing 
establishments, which employed 100, 
000 people, with an output valued at 
£100,000,000. That spoke Well for a 
I country with six millions of popula- 
'l tlon in so short a span of time. The 
' lecturer then showed how Canada had 
equipped herself with all the great 
basic industries usually looked for in 
progressive modern states, and said 
that, v.-itli tho iiiuUitude of contin- 
gent industrlej:, so wi<Io a range of 
production was covered that lliere 
W'iis scarcely an article in general use 
which was not well and cheaply made 
In tho country. Ontario stood easily 
flrst In this Held of development, and 
was followed by Q;iebec. The east 
, em half of Canada generally was the 
seat of Industrial expansion, and must 
- become so In an ever-tncreaslng meas- 
ure. Canada's Iron Industry, with six 
teen blast furnaces and steel works, 
tho great engineering Industry, capa- 
ble of carrying out tho largest and 
most complicated work without out 
side assistance, as well as the building 
' of locomotives and of rolling stock 
generally on a great scale, men 
tlon being made of a contract 
placed with a single linn for 2-1,000 
freight cars. . The textile industry 
was represented by 2G mills witli 60,- 
000 spindles and 16,000 power levers. 
There were .lOO woollen mills. V^'^ood 
pulp and paper making, with 75 
mills, had the. brlghipst future, es- 
pecially In an oxport trad^. Furniture 
.and musical Instruments had already 
an., important foreign trade. Boots 
.' .and .shoes, especially In Quebec, rival- 
led: Its American counterpart in Its 
organization and capacity for good 
■•vork. Canada's sugar refining Industry 
lay in Quebec and Nova Scotia. Brit- 
ish West Indian cane sugar was ini- 
nortod imder tho preferential tariff, 
disDlacing German beet. In Ontario 
and Alberta the beet sugar Industry 
turned out 2,000,000 barrels last year, 
and the further mills now building 
would double that export. 

Canada's population of fi. 000, 000 
consumed dutl;ible — l.e.> manufactur- 
ed — articles at tho rate of £22 12s. per 
head, and stood flrst among tho self- 
govornlng colonies. Of this the homo 
production furnished £16 13s. 43., and 
Imports £5 13s, 4a. per head. Of tho 
' latter the tJnlted States supplied .£3, 
■, 38. per head, Great Britain £1, 14s. 
8d., and the remaining 18s. Sd., per 
head came from France, Germany, and 
other countries. 'I'hese Imports were 
continually growing. Tlicy demon- 
.strated the Inability of local factories 
In spite of their increase, to cope wltii 
tho growing con.'!umption. Unprece- 
dented prosperity due to tho inflow of 
population— -SS2,000 between 1897 to 
1906— and the settlement of tlie West 
on a great scale had created this situ- 
ation. Everything pointed to its con- 
tinuance. 

The opportunities, therefore, for 



fresli capital and skilled labor from 
OLitslde were self-evident. Americans 
had realined this, and their Invesl- 
nioiits of late years In manufacturing 
enterprises in Canada, in mining, elec- 
trical power works, wood pulp, and 
timber lands represented £,40,000,000. 
Much:: 6£.,: this: '. investmentVi^was ', to bo 
credited to Canada's British prefer- 
ence policy. Leading Americans were 
of opinion that it tho policy were 
pressed the outcome would mean the 
loss of their trade In tho markets of 
the Fmplre. By manufacturing In 
Canada tlie> would have the growing 
local market and bo able also to join 
In Inter-imperial trade without penal- 
ties. Hence the general transfer of 
Aniovican works to Canada and their 
uniform success. Obviously British 
capital had at least tho same oppor- 
tunities and would be warmly welcom- 
ed. British money hitherto had mainly 
gone into Government and municipal 
securities, railways, and less into in 
diistrlal enterprise; but a more intl- 
nmto knowledge of the conditions upon 
which the prosperity rested ought to 
lead to this form of investment being 
taken up. To lie successful, it should 
follow tho American practice. Tho 
American seldom Invested in Canadian 
undertaliings as a mere speculation 
the results of whicli he loft In the 
hands of others; he came over hlin 
self and watched tho application of 
the cai)ltal he and his friends had d 
cidcd to ai)ply to any undertaking. Tho 
lecturer strongly insisted ' upon the 
chances of the small working capital 
1st In almost any one of tho Industrial 
centres; as miglit be dictated by the 
needs of the situation, which could be 
readily diagnosed. An expenditure of 
£60,000,000 on railways alone within 
tho next five or six years might well 
be considered the best guarantee for 
almost every form of manufacturing 
industr.v. 

The lecturer drew attention to the 
information collected from the muni 
cipal councils, and Issued by tho Out 
ario government regarding bona-lide 
openings for new Industries through 
ouL that province, and referred to tho 
local inducements very often offered 
to establish Industries, in the form of 
exemption from taxes, free sites, free 
power, bonuses, guarantee of interest 
on a portion of the capital to -be sunk 
in. etc. The way, therefore, was made 
easy, and, with ordinary caution and 
good Judgment, the way to success 
was simplified and lightened. ° 

Business men, he continued, could 
appreciate the value of a sound mon- 
etary banking system, and here Can- 
ada had much to offer. The 36 char- 
tered banks, with 1,200 branches, in 
every part and corner of the country, 
made tho facilities enjoyed in tho 
larger centres almost universal. Mr. 
Byron E. Walker, the llrst financial 
authority, had stated in Canada the 
borrower gets money at a lower rate 
than the borrower in any of the other 
British Colonies, and at a lower rate 
than in. the Un'ited States, except in 
the great cities of the East. So per- 
fectly is the distribution made that, 
as betwopu, the higher class of busi- 
ness in 'Sl6ntreal,. .'and the "ordinary 
merchant in tjie Northwest, the inter- 
est paid is not more thaii .one or two 
per cent. 

Coal and Iron Industries 

Mr. Just then proceeded to discuss 
the bearing which coal and iron, water 
power, and water transportation, 
upon Canada's 'future as a grc^t in- 
dustrial country. It was a 'truism to 
say that the possession of coal and 
iron determined the position of a na- 
tion. The distribution and the pres- 
ent development of these revenues 
left no doubt as to Canada'.s future. 
The industry was growing and con- 
solidating itself at present in two div- 
isions in Nova Scotia, In Ontario, 
while a third, on the Paolllc coast, is 
within the possibilities of the near 
future. Capo Breton, with the cost 
of production lower than in tho .States, 
coupled with a unique position on the 
Atlantic, held the alternative of over- 
sea markets In fee. Obviously the 
Ontario division was, and must, re- 
main tho most important, having the 
greatest aggregation of industries 
concerning iron and Steel, with 
splendid facilities for distribution by 
water and rail. The view was con- 
firmed by the decision of the United 
Steel Trust to set up monster works. 



to employ 5,000 persons. In Canada, at 
Sandwich, Lalce Erie. 

The possibilities of water power 
were beyond calculation or estimate. 
On this subject an authority, in speak 
Ing of Canada as likely to become the 
"Granary of the Empire," had added 
and "the power-honr.e of tlie world 
Mr. Kccfer had estimated Canada's 
portion pf. one. hydraulic system alone 
from Lake -'.Super lor to .Montreal via 
Niagara and tt.o ot. Lawrence river, 
at 10,000,000 h.p. Tho-suci.TJS achicv 
od in transmitting electrical energy 
long distances at liigh voltages made 
tho "v/hito coal" an ideal jjossession 
for Canadian conditloiiH; there were 
also the industrial or metallurgical 
processes for whicli Intense electric- 
ity had a monopoly for the production 
of aluminhun, calcium carbide, etc., 
and in connection with tho electric 
furnace for high grade steel and tho 
treatment of refractory minerals. 
Canadians luid created, and were cre- 
ating, great power centres at Winni- 
peg, Port Arthur, Fort William, Sault 
Ste. Marie, Niagara, Ottawa, Mon- 
treal, and many other growing towns. 
An important development was to be 
looked for soon in tho proposals for 
the munlcipallsatlon of hydro-electric 
power In Ontario, under which tho 
rates f,ir power to the consumer would 
be on a cost basis. This would rep- 
resent notable savings on the ch.-irgeH 
made by iirlvale companies, which 
wero not based on the cost of service, 
but mainly with the view nl' replacing 
steam. A powerful asltation was 
proceeding. Ontario being wltliout 
coal deposits. It was held her future, 
as tho chief industrial region of Can- 
ada, must bo safeguarded nt all costs. 
The Question of Transportation 
Tho river St. Lawrence and tho 
great lakes had been, .Mr. Just wont 
on, tho prime factor in the develop- 
ment of the North American continent. 
Today 50 million lots of freight cars 
were handled annually In tlieso in- 
land waters, consisiir.g chiefly of iron 
ore, grain, lumber, and coal. Steam- 
ers of 6,000 to 10,000 tons wero quite 
commonly employed. The open sea- 
son of seven months and a half did 
not sullico for the traffic offering, and 
Western Canada's doveloprnent was 
adding to a congestion which threat- 
ened serious consequences. It was 
recognized that by a new water route 
— the Georgian bay canal system — 
through Canadian territory, entire 
carc;ots and tho larKO.st lake boats 
coulu t.'e sent through ;to tide water, 
without breaking bulk, ' at from one- 
third to ono-half the present mini 
mum freight rates. This, It was l)o 
lleved, would bo a radical solution of 
tho problem and renders the St, Law 
ronce route supreme" for the whole 
continent. The government had 
specifically acknowledged tho neces- 
sity of building tills canal route at the 
earliest possible date. It would cost 
some £ 15,000,000. Tlie opening of tho 
Hudson Hay route by building a line 
to Fort Churcliiil stood committed in 
tho interest of the trafllc conditions 
of the Northwest. 

It was needless to add, lie said, that 
tho prosperity of manufacturin.g In- 
dustries of Canada must always rest 
on tho country's agricultural dovoloi)- 
mont. Groat as this had been hitherto, 
It paled before the i)0.sslbllitles of pro- 
duction in the prairie provinces in the 
immediate future.v. .Five years ago the 
population In tills region, was 4Ui;,0i)0, 
and tho grain crop 43 million buslu ls. 
In 1906, the population reached 1,000,- 
000, and the grain crop, 200,000,000 
bushels, one-half being wheat This 
crop was grown on a little over 
7,250,000 acres, less than 4 per cent, of 
the not area of land available for cul- 
tivation in tlie Nortliwest, estimated 
at 200,000,000 acres. Of Canad.a's 
railway .«>-.steTn of 2.').0UO miles, -15 
per cent., or .11,000 miles, .".re in these 
prairie regions, and, 5,000 niiles in ad- 
dition will be under construction this 
year. Vast schemes of Irrigation in 
Alberta and the development of land 
for fruit growing in Vancouver island 
were being form\ilated. Thus the op- 
portunities for settlement In Canada 
continued to widen and multiply year 
by year, and it was undeniable that 
the country could offer the right 
openings and conditions of every class 
of settler with or even without caj)l- 
tal, provided they were prepared to be 
workers and to be adaptable.

Tlicy never cease inviting 
tlio stroptcoccus and staphylococcus to 
come in and save tho living organism 
from becoming extinct and tho latter 
are not alow to accept tho "Invitation. 
They meet inside tlio host, and,, as Dr. 
Flick says: "The partnership' then 
formed is consumption." 

There.':. are medical men practising 
the science of medicine who today are 
no wiser In their verdict on tho con- 
sumptive than Hippocrates was 2,500 
J'oars ago. He said as long ago as 
that, "all consumptives die." The 
medical profession as a body say so 
still. Wo are not rosponsiblo for this 
censure onHhe medical profession as a 
body. The censure comes from Dr. 
Lawrence F. Fllcl-c, tho head and front 
of the great National A.ssoclation of the 
United Slates for the Study of Tuber- 
culosis, and from what Drs. Osier and 
Ellott say, the censure is deserved. 
Koch's discovery has brought us the 
clinical proof of tho curability of the 
disease, iC It bo properly and honestly 
diagnosed, before too much tissue bo- 
comes Involved. Advanced medical 
science gives us tho cure. Advainced 
science must be called upon by those 
who don't know.

Japan 's Emperor — The Poet 
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Lister and Koch's Work 

Scientists Endeavor to Combat Tuberculosiii 
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Lord Lister recently cclelirated his 
eightieth- birthday, or rather, it was 
celebrated, fo..' him. From north nr:d 
BOi-th ,east a:nd wosj, men and w.mion 
sent their folloitations, and scores, ami 
scores of p(>ople, having experienced 
alleviation from pain, thought of him 
with kindly prayer, says a writer in tho 
Toronto Mall and Empire. And why 
is it so'? Simply because ho was a 
humanitarian. His was the higher 
life In the practice of medicine. The 
tliought of "pay" w.qs hurtful to him. 
it was the last, not the first consider- 
ation. Honco it cornea that humanity 
benefits by his life, and benellt to hu- 
• manity should be tho aim of every 
medical man. It has often been said 
. that medicine l.s tlie grandest jirofes- 
Blon of all. So It is, for it Is not fair 
to prejudice a science . by the fins of 
those who attempt It. If thoise who 
practice medicine, one and all, would 
follow Ll.'^tcr, a.s Lister followed Syme 
how far-reaching would the benefits 
bo, and how far in advance to what 
it is today would be the practice of 
mcdlclnel . .. 

From the very beginning Lister pos- 
HCssod a mania for original research. 
Tho flow of lacteal fluid, the structure 
of involuntary muscular fibre in tho 
Iris .and skin, wore some of the many 
kindred; sul^Jeots which he investlg:ated 
while yet a young man; Inflammation, 
thromliosls, suppuration, the coagula- 
tion of the blood In connection with 
surgical pathology attracted his atten- 
tion. He longed to ease the unfortun- 
ate who suffered pain, loss of health, 
pyaemia, and somotimca death from 
theso cause.s, Incident to wounds and 
surgical operations. The hospitals 
were full, of cases of erysipelas, sep- 



ticaemia, p\-acmia, tet.-inus a'nd gan- 
grene. Hospital gangrene v.as epi- 
demic, and there did not ajipcar to lie 
any complete knowledge of the causes 
of those diseases. Death followed op- 
era lions with surprising rapidity and 
the surgeon was seldom hold for 
blame, for his part was generally done 
with skill. 

Pasteur It was who domonsrated 
that decomposition came from micro- 
organisms found In the atmosphere, 
which owed their energy to their own 
vitality. Tlie vital action on matter 
of living germs causes fermentation 
and then organic matter putrctios. 
Lister's Imagination was aroused. He 
did not say to himself, as so m.my 
medical men say today '"I'ho medical 
profession has not accoplod It." Thus 
there was no delay and discovery was 
hastened — a discovery Invaluable to 
the practice of medicine. lie set to 
work to apply Pasteur's ob.'iervatlons 
to tho subject of wound diseases. If 
putrefaction came from micro-organ- 
i.sms In the air, and not from oxygen, 
then ho concluded that the microbe 
could be kept from''*the wound and tho 
wound kept free from germs. This ho 
did by tho employment of an antisep- 
tic which killed tho microbe. Wounds 
wero washed, and overything coming 
In contact with them treated with an 
antiseptic siibstance, such (e.g.) as 
carbolic acid, which I.-! still considered 
one of tho best of gornilcldes. 

It was not to be aupposcd that Lis- 
ter's methods were to pass unchal- 
lenged. Indeed scepticism po.isesaed 
the medical profession. Scepticism was 
tho spoken answer then, as it Is today 
by tho lazy mon in medicine, as much 
as It Is In other, walks of Ufo. The 



young man in practice, however, 
stood ;it tho back of tho great sur- 
geon. The old men permitted, as they 
do today. Their coinineiils, at first 
severe and unfavorable, little by little 
grew less tn the face of demonstration, 
until the time came, now long since, 
when tho antiseptic and aseptic sys- 
tems of Lord Lister dominated surgery 
througliout tl'.e world. In his life time 
he had his rewards. What greater 
honor than to know that surgery has 
two Iiistorlcal periods "before Lister," 
and "after Lister"? There is another 
great ni.-ui of' wlioni IIk^ nnxw in.iy be 
.said, though in regard to a totally dif- 
ferent hr;ineli of medical science. "Be- 
fore Koch" and "after Koch" marks 
a time botwoqn the absence of know- 
ledge and the beginning of knowledge 
in its relation to tuberculosl.s. In 
1S.S2 there emerged from an obscure 
town a very obscure physician, lie 
quickly Jumped Into fame by hl.s dis- 
covery of the tubercle bacllluH of con- 
sumption and ho, too, got his inspira- 
tion from Pasteur. 

If fermMitatlon is due to a living or- 
ganism, which was Pasteur's discov- 
ery, It became an easy theory that 
disease, too, had Its origin In micro- 
organic matter, and from tho realm of 
tlioory to that of fact was a quick 
change. While Pasteur had discover- 
ed the living organism responsible for 
disease in other forms, e.g., the' dis- 
ease which destroyed the silkworm In 
such quantities, the discovery of the 
tubercle bncUbiS, whicli, with its as- 
sociate, tlie slreplocnccus, slays about 
one out of every ten persons In some 
one or other of its varied disease pro- 
ductiO'ns is duo to Koch and .his mlc- 
roscopei It Is not' lesBonIng the man 
to say lil.s microscope did II, as the 
naked eye could scircely detect a tin)- 
rod-shaped organl.sni about 1-6 of an 
Inch In length, and about one-hun- 
dred-thousandth of an inch in thlck- 
nes.s. It is this entity In tho tis.sues of 
innn that from']', a period long before 
tho Mosaic law was 'written, on down 
through all the ages to. the present

Since ho 
wtnfoui as war artist fur the Graphic 
to yervi.-i. In IS'TG, there has been no 
war aii\-where that ho has not wll- 
ne.ssed. He has been round the glolie 
many times and appears to liave 
made hosts of friends. .Skilful with 
the pencil, .Mr. "\'llliers is hardly less 
proficient with tlie ])oii, and readers 
of his book dijiplng into It anywhere 
will be almost sure to Jind something 
to interest and amuse them. Witli 
Royalties .Mr. Villiers has an 'extens- 
ive acquaintance. Ho first met King 
Edward, tlten Prince of Wales, on 
Deeslde, and one little incident shows 
how affable and good-natured His 
JIaje.sty Is.

the potential significance of the reo 
ent agreethent with Great Britain and 
France' b'ver the Constantinoplo Quays. 
In tho eyes of ..patriotic Turks, it, la 
the most welobma^eyeritv-tliatVhas (oc- 
curred for a long- time' In the 'relations 
between Turkey and Great Britain 
And If the movement which ha-; been 
•set ui) thereby Is allowed ' free play 
there Is no reason why an extension 
of that hapiiy principle of entente cor- 
diali! initiated by tlie great King Ed 
ward \ai., and already attracting i 
Russia desirous of jicace, should not 
also bring within its beneficent circle 
tho Turkish Empire and people. 

It is an agreement that would prom 
iso results ua fortunate for the var 
ious races comprising tho Ottoman 
dominions as favorable to the legiti- 
mate Interests of the co-bperatlng 
members of such an entente. It Is a 
principle which might, in truth, go 
very far towards a solution of the 
many problems at present complicat 
lug tho situation of Turkey in Europe 
and Asia, and disiier.se for ail time 
that cloud of sinister possibilities 
which for so long has lowered over 
the .\(.'arer lOast. 

'I'here arc, of course, iMipediments in 
tile path to sueli a eonsununation. 
Theso are chiefly two in number. Tlie 
disgust and prejudice in Great Brit- 
ain, which has superseded her old 
friendship for Turkey; and tho un- 
doubted opposition to sucli an entente 
by that Power which had begun to 
congratulate Itself on possessing a 
reversionary right to a dependant's 
property. 

I will not discuss here the question 
as to whether It was quite fair to In- 
volve a whole peojile in tho condem- 
nation of Us rulers, or to shut an 
eye to tho fact that the evil deeds 
which liave sullied the nK:ent history 
of Turkey should very largely be at- 
tributed to the Kurds, Lazes, Clrcas- 
slan.s, and others. Insullicient allow- 
aiiee has always been made for tho 
fact that the Cliristian elements in 
Turkey are all of them the open or 
secret cnomloa of tho State, while tho 
Jew, who has novd> .conspired, lives 
unmolested and happy In no fear of 
the pogrom Under the Turk. Why 
should the yearnings for light and lib- 
erty, wlilch are worthy of interest and 
support in the Christian, meet wlt'.i 
Indll'forenco when exhibited by tho 
Mussulman.? Jluch hope exists for 
a better understanding of our case 
by tho lilnglisli jieojilo should the ex- 
lf;encies of diplomacy draw Turkey 
and Great Britain into closer and more 
friendly Intercourse. 

But we must also consider tho wider 
features of tho situation jiresented by 
the |)osition reeenti.v held by Oer- 
inan,\- at Const.-mlinople. This but 
a year ago seemed to the outside world 
so firmly established that nothing 
could shal^e It. Such was undoubtedly 
the opinion of Germany herself, and 
tempted her to assuhae too assured an 
air of proprietorship^ 

Between Wilhelm, 11, ...and.'. Abdul 
Hamid it lias been a case of diamond 
cut diamond. There was undoubt- 
edly at tho outset some little person- 
al attraction on both sides. The 
Kaiser's Impulsive offer of friendship 
could not fail to elicit a certain feeling 
of gratitude at tlie time of its occur- 
rence. And Wlllielm IT., lilcc: most 
foreigners wlio apjiroaen Abdul Ham- 
id, .also sueciimbed for a time to tlie 
strange and jiotent cduirm which ai- 
ma>'K emanates from the person of 
tills extraordinary being and makes 
Ills visitor.': ask themselvcH If all the 
dreadful things said o[ liim are really 
true. 



ncss of manner, a geiitlenes of 
thought in his Intercourse witli those 
whom it is his interest to ,wln over, 
of;.:WhloU few can avoid the spell. His 
gravitation' 'towards 'Germany began 
witli" the German offer of sympathy 
at a thiio when un outbur.st of liidlg- 
naiion was uniting tho Powers against 
the Turk. And tliu Kaiser, perceiv- 
ing the opportunities, political and 
commercial, which woro tiwaltlng dip- 
lomatic cntci'prisc In tho Turkish Em- 
pire, wastcti no time over tho clium- 
Idonslilp of reforms, but, when every 
one was heaping insult after Insult up- 
on tlio Sultan's devoted head, llattorod 
and treated liim as a dear friend, al- 
though of true friendship for him he 
had none; neither has ho for tho 
Turkish people, although tlieir mar- 
tial qualities send him Into transports 
of admiration. . 

"Wilhelm ' II., a practical and ener- 
getic 'statesman, whose gosp61' Is the 
greatness of his 'country, has always 
avoided any firm attitude in favor of 
Turkish reform for fear of comprom- 
ising himself with Abdul Hamid. But, 
on tho other baud, he has never In- 
t('rfi'reil to avert external misfortune 
fi'oni Turlcey, and it is this account 
which lias been mounting uji against 
him for some time. 

After the war with Greece he re- 
tarded tho conclusion of iieace In the 
interests of German bondholders, by 
this means ompelliiig Turkey to 
waste in advance her war Indemnity 
over the retention of her army in tho 
field. He abandoned Turkey over tho 
Cretan question, and after using her 
as a catspaw to tost the resolution 
of Great Britain at Akabah, left tho 
Sultan to get, out of the mess as bo^it 
ho could. Abdul Hamid, wltli the old 
spectre of Russia In tho background, 
nevertheless clung to tho fiction of 
Geniian friendship. Believing that the 
more German capital was invested in 
the Ottoman Empire, the greater 
would bo Germany's interest in its 
preservation, ho has encouraged Ger- 
man capital to embark In all klnd.'j 
of commercial relations with Turlccy 
Showing himself willing to accept any 
conditions. 

Thus Germany found herself In a' 
position to profit to the fullest ex- 
tent possible by the situation which 
seamed to be fixed immovably In her 
favor. For the two Powers once tho 
champions of Turkish integrity. Groat 
13ritaln liad abandoned her tr.'iditlonal 
polic'j^ for a less friendly attitude, and 
France had allied herself with tho old 
enemy Russia. Vv'liat wonder that 
Germany seized upon an *»pportunlty 
wlilcli practically placed tlui Sultan 
at her mercy. Yet, what an Irony 
there Is even in fate's decrees! That 
very consummation — the exhaustion 
of Russia In Asia — to which Germany 
trusted for the enlargement or her 
own power in Kurope has been the 
main contrlbutdry cause of a gradual 
set of the tide against her in the 
Near EJast, • ,. .■).■■••. v. a • 

Unfortunateryvfor Germany, 'sheJ^as 
been unable to secure all the advan- 
tage she might have reaped, as owing 
to the absorption of her capital in 
home industries her resources forfor- 
(|ign investment have been limited. 
In adltion to which, as rallw;iy en- 
terprise in Asl.a Minor could not hojic 
to pay for a long time, it offered no 
attraction as an ln\-estnient to tho 
practical German mini of business. 
The Germans have .already, bo it re- 
membered. Invested over ;C 0,000,000 in 
about 700 miles of railway Irj Asia 
Minor, and of the G per cent, paid up- 
on this outlay '1 per cent, has been 
paid by the Turkish government. The

schoolmaster when she deemed it ault- 
ed her jnirpose. But strange and 
startling transmutations have dis- 
tinguished European and Asian poli- 
tics during the last few years, which 
not oven the astute diplomacy of Ber- 
lin could provide against. They have, 
produced an effect throughout thoOlv-.i 
lUzed world, and, as Inevitable, have 
set up a sympathetic reaction within 
the precincts of that Jio^ne; pf oppor-r 
tunlsm, tho Tlldiz. 

At it wero b.v the wave of a mag- 
ician's wand, tho long nightmaro of 
Russian aggression have been lifted 
fi-om the Turkish Emiilre. Great 
Brlt.-iln and Friince, Turlccy's old 
friends, have clasped hands .-ind es- 
tablished a working friendsliii> not 
far removed from an alliance; and .-is 
if it were not enough to transmutu 
established iiolitieal conditions, Rus- 
sia and Great 15ritaiii are fast ad- 
vancing towards similarly friendly re- 
lations based iijion tlie recognition of 
many mutual advantages. 

Is it strange, then, that the Sultan 
should reconsider ills position In tho 
light of chis now era, or that Itsliould, 
suddenly have revealed Turkey's real* 
danger to lie In a too generari sur- , 
render to the self-Interested nxololtai- 
tion of her former friend? ,0f 'empty 
compliments and -platonlc assurance 
of sympatliy Turkey has grown weary 
and the hope that was once entertain- 
ed that tlio Kaiser might bo the deliv- 
erer destined to extricate Turkey from 
her Iiolitieal embarrassments . has • been 
shattered to fragments by a 'succes- 
sion of lilov.'s. 

Wlien, tlioroforo. In addition to this 
loss oC faith In tho oincacy of Ger- 
man i)rotectlon and tho sudden dis- 
appearance in the Far East of its 
ralson d'etre, Germany began 
to adopt the more con,gcnial airs of 
tho sergeant-major, the Sult:aii began 
to turn his oyos towards the changir.g 
political prospect as offering the 
chance of a better and falror compos- 
ition than was afforded by the cxpeu- 
sivo and no longer Indispensibio rela- 
tions with the Kaiser. 

England's diploniafcy has always 
in tho main been animated by truth 
and Justice, and heir .very, opposition 
to Turkey of late, years, has-been guid- 
ed by stubborn' 'uiiseifiishness ' to the 
extent of sacriflcing 'hier. former ad- 
vantageous , position .at! Constantinople 
with all it meant to her commercial 
position In the. empire. It is in the 
eyes of .'Turkey^ a.guarantce, it any 
wore naoded, of. her good faith and of 
the trustworthiness of and under- 
standing which might bo reached wltlt 
tho approaching Triple Entente. 

Not only the Sultan, whoso actions 
have too long been colored by the 
sentiment of apres mol le deluge, but 
all patriotic Turks — and there are 
very many among us — will eagerly 
welcome. <a renewal of our old relations' 
with Great Britain. This Is tho 
meaning of the arrangement over tho 
Quays, whicli contains tho germ of 
far reaching changes, new friend- 
ships, and new antagonisms .

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THE LOYALISTS. 

Devotion to a principle Is always 
Impressive. When a principle Is a good 
cne devotion to It becomes admirable 
When dovollon to a good principle In- 
volves lica.vj' sacrilicoa It becomes 
lierolc. These qualities wore combined 
In the expatriation oiC 'those , people to 
whom we now refor 'as' the' UnSt'jd 
Empire Loyalists. At the time when 
they left the revoltoil colonies they 
wero not kno\yn by any such hlgh- 
, .-Asounding'- name. Among tlio neighbors, 

■ 'whom they left behiTid they were styl- 
ed Tories, and the word had a spe- 
cially ugly signlllcancc. Among other 
people they wore called "refugees." 
Thoy were haled In the land they left, 
and regarded with bare toleration by 

vjthe 'Britisli government, upon whose 
' Sltidness th'ey'wrere thrown'. There' is 
little doubt that King George's niln- 
I.stcr.<i would Ii.tvo been ju.sl as well 
pleased If they liad remained in what 
.had become .the United States. Illus- 
traitlo'ns of this can be cited. Lot one 
sufllce. There lived on StSton Island at 
the broalung out of the war a wealthy 
man, who espoused the royal cause. 
He raised at liis own expense a squad- 
ron of Hussars, which he commanded 
in the field until ho was taken prison- 
er. He was parollcd and went to 
London, where ho died a few yoar.'j af- 
ter the signing of the treaty of iicaco. 
The British governmc^it made grants 
.to some of the most conspicuous suf- 
ferers by the war, and among the 
cases considered was the ease of the 
person referred to. While the matter 
was under advisement the Loyalist 
movement toolc place, . and his son and 

■ daughter followed the flag into exile, 
his wife remained on the family estate 
and sliortly after liJs death married 
again to a very prominent erstwhile 
>rehel. When the British government 
got ready to settle the deceased man's 
claim, which was allowed at £30,000, 
utter disregard was paid to the rights 
of the Loyalist son and daughter and 
the whole amount was given to the re- 
inarrled widow. But while It Is true 
that in some cases the British govern- 
ment remembered those who had made 
.sacrifices and coinpensated them eith- 
er with grants of money or olllces, and 
while it is also true that grants of 
land were . given, to all who wished to 
take them, in the vast majority of 
cases the Loyalists gave up everything 
they had and suffered extreme priva- 
tions in consequence. Spme of them 
were unable to ;staiid jthe rigorous life 
of 'the country to which they had come 
.and returned to their former liomes, 
wnero they wei-e very liindly received. 
As a matter of fact, as Sabine, the his- 
torian of the Loyalists, himself an 
American citizen, said, these people re- 
.presented the best element . in the 

■ country which they had left. They were 
the most educated and rcfi-ned, and 
their presence was sadly missed when 
it became necessary to sot up a new 
government and to enforce tlie laws 

• with courage and Justice. The great 
majority of them remained in Nova 
Scotia. New Brunswicii and Ontario, 
and there laid the foundation of a per- 
manent British Domtaion on this con- 
tinent, and inaugurated that respect 
for law and that fearless administra- 
tion of Justice which is our greatest 
boast today. 

Wliat did the Loyalists .■^tand for? 
They were not by any mea.u.'i in sym- 
pathy With the policy which drove the 
Thirteen Colonies' into rebellion; but 
they bolioved that the dlsagrnonients 
could l)e adjusted within the empire, 
although thoy had not ;it that lime 
learned to call it by that name. They 
were not in favor of coercion being ap- 
plied to the colonies, and taxation 
without representation was as hateful 
to them as It was to the most rabid 
rebel; but thf^y know the history of 
the British nation, they knevi' the man- 
ner in which within its borders liberty 
had broadened down from precedent 
to precedent. They feared the dangers, 
which might result from the supre- 
macy of the agitating element in the 
Community, and the records of the 
United States show how well founded 
their fears were. It l.=! the custom of 
the historian of that country to gloss 
over the events nf tlie early ye.ar.s of 
indcpcndonco, but th.i.'^o who have h.-id 
an opportunity of learning the true 
facts about those times, as set forth 
tn private corriespondence and not In 
the expurgated form in which they ap- 
pear in histories, Icnow that at first 
it seemed as if anarchy would bo the 

. chief fruit . of independence. Only the 
'innate capacity of the people for .self- 
government, and it must be roniemher- 
ed that they inherited this from Bri- 
tish ancestors for the most part, pre- 
vented the ocqurrenoo of a calamitous 
condition of things. The Loyalists .stood 
for the Common Law of England and 
all that is implied therein, including 
loyalty to the crown a.s the head of tlie 
nation and the sufHclency of the prin- 
ciples of British institutions to meet 
und equitably adjust all social and 
political differences. I-n other ' wprds 
they stood for the principles which lie 
at the very foundation of 'the British 
limplre. , ' '■ - 

AVhilo it Is estimated that, out of' the 
population of the Thirteen Colonies 
about tvvonty-flvo per cent, or approx- 
imately a million people. Including of 
course men, women and children, nori; 
utterly opposoci to the rebellion In all 
its Btages. not more than fifty lhou-| 



Canada. Many reti»rned to England, 
but the majority of them, especially In 
the southern states, remained at homo 
and cast In their lot with the new re- 
public. There la no reason to doubt 
that the eminence of southern states- 
men In the counoll^}3^_$f i^^^^ United 
States duri'ng the first half century of 
that country's Independent oxlstenco 
was duo to the presence of the Loyal- 
ist cleniont. The United Empire Loy- 
alists wero largely from Now York, 
Massachusetts, Connecticut, Pennsyl- 
vania and. New .Jersey,. In very, many 
instances tiiisy were people' who had 
boon wealthy, as wealth was i-eckoned 
ill those days. To Indnco thorn to re- 
turn the first Congress passed a law 
by which' they were ■Invited' to repur- 
chase their property on very favorable 
terms, hut almost to a man they de- 
clined to avail thcmsclvcK oC the op- 
portunity. Tried by utilitarian princi- 
ples they made b, grave error, for un- 
doubtedly not one of them gained by 
removing to British territory. But 
whatever may have been the motives 
which Inlluenced them to reni.iln In 
their new homes, certain It Is that by 
reason of their having done so, the 
northern half of the Continent was 
preserved to the British crown and 
a world-enelrclhig Empire was made 
po.=sib!c. If, as wo believe, the perpet- 
uation of British institutions in their 
Integrity over the immense region 
now known as Canada Is a matter of 
groat consenuonce to the world, tho 
credit for making it possible belongs 
to tho men, who stood steadfast for 
British institutions amid a hostile pop- 
ulation and went Into exile rather than 
abandon them. 

It is not to be understood at each in- 
dividual member of the Loyalist bands 
was inspired by devotion to the Bri- 
tish Hag and nothing else. Some of 
them, but- not .'many, leftt, the-' States 
because during. tKe war their excesses 
had rendered their remaining in the 
country unsafe. Doubtless there was a 
strain of romance in many cases in 
which Cupid played hla part, Tliere is 
a story told of a heatrtiful, high-bred 
girl, who fell In love with a corrVu in 
lior father's troop .of horse. When the 
war was over . and her. lover had set 
sail for the 'unhi^ken iiprthernlwilder- 
ness, she did hot 'wait for permlsslo'n 
from her father, who was at that time 
In England, but followed her lover on 
tho next siilp, and the following year 
they twain wero made one fiesh. There 
were cases where friends left the coun- 
try togetherhecaupo.'on^ ;0f>^hem^felt 
compelled to" go, and theVth'er'pfefer- 



thlng whatever exists, he ceases to be 
a-p agTtostlc in respect to that thing. 
We are' unable to see any other possi- 
ble attitude which an intelligent In- 
vestigator along tho lines of material 
science can take In regard to the ulti- 
mate cause and nature of things, than 
what Is meant when agnosticism Is 
uso(| as an expression by men, who 
really know its meaning. Science deals 
with the visible, tho tangible, tho 
ponderable, the measurable. If there 
is something superior to matter, it 
must possess qualities which matter 
lias not, or otherwise it would be mat- 
tor. How can , It be, possible to dis- 
cover something, which Is not. matter 
by means of Investigation that are ap- 
plicable only to matter? If there Is a 
God, who Is the source and governor of 
all that Is, in the very nature of the 
case His presence can not be delected 
by the telescope, tho microscope, clioni- 
ioal analysis or any or tho processes, 
which can be siiccessfully applied to 
tho investigation- of material things. 
Uonce as relates to a Creator material 
scienoe must necessarily be agnostic. 
"■J'his Is no nuire a matter of surprh'^o 
than that a blind man shouTd say that 
he does not sec or a deaf man that he 
does not hear. 

But soifie one may ask why such 
men as those who have been mention- 
ed, men of great wlsdimi, indefatigabio 
Industry and admirable judgment were 
not among the first to recogni/,o the 
existence of God. One answer to this 
la that perhaps they never sought for 
Him in the only way in which there 
is the lixeUbood of andlng Him. 
These very great scientists had their 
mental limitations like the reSt of US. 
There was a time wheff it would have 
been thought a species of Intellectual 
high treason to say that much that 
Spencer wrote Is exceedingly comnion- 
placo, and that many of the things, 
which he advances as profound con- 
clusions, are only thoughts lying upon 
the very surface of things. But It Is 
true and tho same observations hold 
true of Huxley and of all the great 
lights of the mid-Victorian Era. Asso- 
ciated vrlth much that Is remarkable, 
there is much that is^ hardly; ordinary, 
and some of J tl^e-rcyn 'reached 
after pages -of. l'ear!»edr'dl3cusslon are 
simply what every one knew already. 
Nevertheless the agnosticism of a 
scholar, who tells you that along tho 
ro^d.that. he has followed he can find 
no plue to God, is worthy of respect, 
because it is'- doubtless -not only an 
honest opinion but tt-kktoment of lit- 
eral fact. There are no clues to a God, 
who is a spirit, to a God who Is love, 
I to a God who is to mankind a father, 
j anywhere in the clviinicn l laboratorj' 



clsm a sort of social fad and an ex- 
cuse for tndlfferonce to spiritual 
things. Wo do not say that such men 
did not enjoy an active spiritual life; 
we only know that tliey have left no 
testimony to that f.'fect which is avail- 
able to those', who read " their works. 
We also know that not one of them 
over sought God through spiritual 
moans and lift It on record that he 
could not thus bo found. 

But tho great majority of people, 
who describe themselves as agnostics 
are simply posing. They fa-nuy tJiat 
they are getting Into very good ' com- 
pany when tliey rank themselves wltli 
such men as llu.xloy and Spencer. 
Thoy are inclined to look pityingly up- 
on those, .who, c|alm:-that Jt Is .possible 
to experience spi'rlttirally the. truth of 
tho assertion that there is a power In 
the Universe, "which makes for right- 
eousness." Let it b« added that there 
is no reason for mixing up splewce und 
true religion. They deal with different 
subjects. It Is Impossible to prove a 
spiritual truth by arlthnietic. Never- 
theless there are spiritual truths, and 
the man who denies it simply con- 
fesses hlmsellC Ignorant of things which 
can be and have been demonstrated as 
clearly as that twice two is four.

AGNOSTICISM. 



iMuch of what poses as agnosticism 
Is simply Indifference. Genutne agnos- 
ticism is entitled to respect. A man 
endowed With a thoughtful mind, and 
abundant patience sets out upon the 
investigation of a certain branch of 
knowledge, and ho comes to a place 
whore matter and mind seem to have 
combl'ned to erect a notice reading: 
"No Thoroughfare," and thero they 
pause and say that aa to what lies be- 
yond they are agnostic. Huxley In- 
vented the te*m to express his opinion 
that tho human mind was Incapable of 
reaching trustwortliy conclusions as to 
tho origin or nature of matter. There 
does not aiipear to bo anything \'ery 
wicked In this. It Is 'not a. new doc- 
Irlno. Many Greek philosophers taught 
It, and a writer much older In time 
than any of them, namely the un- 
known poet who was the author of the 
Book of Job makes one of Ids clinrar- 
ters ask: "C:anst thou by searching 
And God?" Agnosticism dlffor.s from 
Atheism. If a man s.ays that he does 
not know whether or not there Is any 
necessity for supposing the existence 
of God, which Is as far' as Herbert 
Spencer, the groalest of. all the mod- 
ern Agnostics went, ho cannot hy anv 



|)rincli)le of logic deny that God o.vlsls 
sa-nd found their way to vfhat Is now} The moment a man denies that ■ any. 



Ing of the term agnotlcism is. 'I'licre- 
fore we reach this definition of agnos- 
ticism: It is the confession of science 
that it la unable to get beyond tho in- 
vestigation of appearance an* process- 
es, and has failed utterly to discover 
tlie origin and real nature of things. 

This being the ca.so, wo may very 
properly ask tho man, who says he Is 
an Agnostic, when asked to consider 
religious questions, what he means by 
it. Wo may ask him, indeed, In tho 
first place what right ho has to be jin 
agnostic. If lie is honest, he will in 
ninety-nlno ca.ys out of a Inr/idrod toll 
you that he has never tried to find out 
anything relating to the cause and 
nature of matter, but has Acopted the 
term as a convenient one to express 
the fact that he has never made the 
slightest effort to ascertain those 
things which "are spiiituaily discern- 
ed." Nor let us say have the great 
masters of science, have -not denied 
that thero is a spiritual domaln^n' 
which there an.- laws, i)rocesse.'i and 
entities.

Aniantino Lucille .A.urore Dupln 
Baronno Dudevant, better known as 
George Sand, was undoubtedly a wo 
man oil great creative genius. In her 
character there was much which her 
admirers strive, though not very effec- 
tually, to excuse, but no one has ever 
denied her remarkable talents as a 
writer or her brllHance as a thinker 
Madame Thorese Blanc, who Is among 
the most ardont of her eulogists, feels 
compelled to say, referring to her 
earlier works: "We must not forget 
that this bold, mad harvest. In which 
common sense has ho place, was 
grou-n In ISliO — tho era of all Utopias 
and antlclpaied possibilities; when a 
new W0|rld seemed about to be born 
on the ruins of the old." 

Georgo Sand was born In 1804. On 
her father's side she was a descend- 
ant of Augustus II., Elector of Saxony 
and King of Poland. Her father was 
a handsome officer, who had a short 
and brilliant career under Napoleon. 
Ho married the daughter of a bird- 
seller, a girl of Inferior family and 
little or no education. From such a 
union it is not surprising that a 
strange, wayward daughter should 
have been born. Her jKirents paid no 
regard to tho restraints of religion, 
and although Auroro was placed In an 
English nuns' convent, the step was 
taken more In conformity to what was 
deemed correct socl.'il usage than be- 
cause It was felt that she ought to 
receive the advantages of moral train- 
ing. In the convent she received a 
minimum of religious instruction, and 
evolved a creed for herself, which Is 
described as a compound of myth- 
ology, fairy tales and extreme social 
theories, the meaning of which she 
was not old enough to comprehend. 
L'piin tills slio later engrafted a su- 
perstitious adoration of Jesus, with 
the result that she resolved to become 
a nun. Her Instructors dissuaded her 
from such a course, doubtless reallz 
Ing that her disposition and mental 
characteristics were unsulted to such 
a vocation. She left the convent a de- 
vout Catholic, but soon Justified the 
wisdom of the nuns by abandoning 
not only tl;.-! fornus, but the prlncipl 
of the Christian religion. But this 
was only a phase tn the development 
of her character, and in her later 
works we have an exhlbitiap of faith 
in God and a recognition of tho obli- 
gations of religion. 

She was married at an early age to 
rt. man who was chosen for her. It 
was an unfortunate match, for he was 
mucli older than she, and his habits 
wero not of the best, at least they 
were not such as made him a con- 
genial companion to her. Ho was 
coarso and rough In his manner, in- 
ordinately fond of hunting, and very 
much given to excessive drinking. 
They lived together for ten years, and 
she had two children. Hc.r home life 
was very unsatisfying, and was much 
iutorruijicil by sojourns in Paris, 
where slio sU|)ported herself by mak- 
ing crayon drawings, painting minia- 
tures and doing journalistic work. At 
twonty-nino years of age she left her 
husband and Cornicd a son of literary 
partnership with Jules Sandcau. When 
she met him he was a lad of twenty. 
They rented a garret together and 
lived In a condition only little removed 
from poverty. This association con- 
tinued for two years, when Sandeau 
went on a trip to Italy, and they never 
met again, ercept for a moment's 
chance encounter. It can hardly be 
said that .Sandeau Influenced the wo- 
man's career to any noticeable degree, 
^xcept to lead her to assume tho first 
half ■ of his name. 

.-\t the period George Sand was. as 
she doscn-ilios herself, a little, dull and 
unlnteresling-looklng woman. While 
she lived with Sand.eau, and at ^tlmes 
afterwards, she dressed as a boy, and 
It Is said that she looked like a lad f)f 
twelve, llci- portraits show a dull 
countenance, with long features, largo, 
heavy-llddod eyea, a small mouth and 
a sensitive chin. Che "can hardly call 
lior good-looking,, although Balzac, 
who describes her as Camllle M.-iupln 
In his novel "Boatriz," .speaks of her 
as handsome. 

After her separation from Sandeau, 
she produced two novels, "'Valentine" 
and "Lello," the morals of which can 



by no means bo excused oven by the 
most charitable. Her,-x;t;apologlst, 
Madame Blanc, ' excuses ^ "Lclio" by 
saying that It was v/ritten at a time 
when the author's eyes were first open- 
ed to. the realities of life, "and th«n 
found herself in a great social centre 
where all the sadness, want, vice and 
Injustice of the world confronted her." 
This Is a poor excuse for a novel, 
which has been described as "a. wild, 
glowing, hysterical' assault on every 
sort of social • law," especially when 
we consider that It was written by a 
woman past thirty years of ago, who 
had lived ten years with lier luLsband 
and brought up two children, and had 
followed this experience up by her 
association with Sandcau. A better 
excuse in that her highly strung na- 
ture had not yet found its Ideals, 
whlchjyiiijpo.ln.t/.bf ;fac,t. It never did, 
althougli towarias ihe close of her life 
she devoted herself to what one 
of her blograiihors calls "humanitarian 
Christianity." A natural outcome of 
"Lelle" was 'her exemplification of the 
laxity of life glorified In It 
which was afforded by her Ufo with 
Alfred do Mussot, with whom she re- 
mained for two years. After separ- 
ating from de Musset, she became 
deeply interested In Socialism, and 
later adopted the doctrines of Com- 
munism. Here she .seems to have 
found her "mbtler," and It was by her 
works published In the decade 1838-48 
that she produced her 'greatest Influ- 
ence upon tho French people. She 
took an active part In the revolution 
of 1848, which drove Louis Philippe 
from his throne and set up ,a repub- 
lic. Tho frightful excesses of the 
timo appalled her. She found that 
tho Ideals, for which she had striven 
in her books, pamphlets and speeches, 
wero Impossible of-.r;eallzatlo"H, and she 
left B.arls' for the 'cotinti'y, returning 
to tho city only at widely separated 
intervals. Her pen seemed hardly 
Idle for a moment. Novels, plays and 
moro serious ipiroduotlona 'flowed from 
It ■ with'"" ex'traoriainBLry'- prollflcnoss.. 
The mere names of her works would 
fill more space than is at our disposal 
and it would be Impossible to ascer- 
tain them all. t ".. 

George Sand ' was' unquestionably a 
woman of great genius, but, like many 
others, she was iU-balanccd. Her op- 
timism was supreme, and led her to 
hope for better things from huniati 
ity at largo than 'she Kerselt ' was 
capable of, or than any one has a 
right to expect. Her personal faults 
may be accounted for In a great 
measure 'by the temper of ; the time in 
which she lived, teander Edmurid 
Whipple, In a recent work on tho In- 
fluence of thought, spo.-vks of "nation- 
al thought" as a determining factor In 
the prevalancc of; disease. ^ If , this Is 
true of physical disease, much more so 
Is it likely to be of mental disease, and 
that George Sand was at one tlnio of 
her life mentally diseased . can hardly 
be doubted. By this it Is not meant 
that she was of unsound mind, but 
only that her great talents had bo- 
come perverted. With all her person- 
al misconduct, she was always a gen- 
tle, kindly and charitable woman, and 
after her period of rnental wlldness 
had passed, she bccainc one whose 
life wa.s as peaceful and noble as any 
one could ask. Her greatest error 
lay In her expectation that the prin- 
ciples of Socialism -and Comriiunism 
could he successfully applied to so- 
ciety as it exists today. In so far 
as she contributed to the . development 
In Frajice land - elsewliere of ,a belief 
that the laws, which hiamanlty has 
observed for centuries, can bo .super- 
seded, and new and fanciful notions 
be successfully substituted for them, 
her work was not' for good. But her 
advocacy of the rights of tho people 
and, In later life, the principles of a 
true democracy gti far to counter- 
balance the tendency of her work and 
personal influence In other directions. 
She died In 1876, leaving thousands of 
ardent admirers, but beloved best of 
all b.v the ijcasantr.v among whom 
the closing 'year.-3 of hor life were 
passed.

Shoes cm be made ■.vaterproof by 
using live ounces of castor oil or tal- 
low and one ounce of vulcanized or 
raw India rubber. , Melt In, an iron 
vessel until dlssdlved.' ' The' rubber 
should' be cuflntft ismall pieces. One

for the whole' season.

Six eggs, one medium sized td- 
Ittato, one small onion, one dash oif 
black pepper, one-ciuarter teaspoonful 
of salt, Uiree tablespoonfuls of milk, 
live mushrooms,, one-quarfer pound 
of bacon; cut bacon Into very small 
pieces and fry imtU nicely brown, then 
.add to it the tomtito, onion and mush- 
rooms, which have been choiipod fine; 
stir and conk llftecn minutes. Break 
eggs in a bowl and give them twelve 
vigorous boats wdth a fork; salt, pep- 
per. Now put a n.'.ce piece of butter 
tho size of a walnut Into a smooth 
frying pan, turn it around so as to 
grea.se bottom and sides. When the 
butter Is melted pour in the eggs and 
.shako over a quick fire until they are 
set. Now quickly pour the mixture 
from the other frying pan over the 
omelet, doable once and turn It put In 
the centre of a hot dish.

Apple Dumplings 

Sift a quart of flour three times 
Willi one and one-half teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder and two sallspoonfuls 
of salt.

won the battle of Pla.-?sey, which laid 
the foundation of Britain's liniplro in 
the Kast, In 1807 came the nnUiuy of 
Velloro in South India, a small affair 
In its way, but very similar In its 
iinnu'diato cause to the great mutiny 
of fifty years later. In both of these 
revolt!) the -Sepoys alleged that ihd 
English by' Insisting' Mippii ' certain 
hoad-dress and upon the biting olf of 
cartrldpro-ends, wanted to destroy the 
lornier's caste. On both these occas- 
ions tlio EnBllsh were successful and 
there is no doubt tliat the unrest and 
o.xcltonient of 1907 will also niizle out, 
for the time being at least. 

But while the outbreaks of 1S07 and 
1857 wore conlliiod to illiterato Sepoys, 
and while tlie former was a strictly 
local affair in Its isolated southern 
cantonment, and the latter, tUoiiBli 
widespread and nio.st fierce In ('eiitral 
India, the Punjalj reiiKiliiiuf; entirely 
loyal, the present litlli; eplsoile has oc- 
curred 111 the I'unjab itself, partaken 
in by people other than Illiterate Se- 
poys, and ntore or less sympathized 
with by educated classes all over the 
country. That nothing serious will be 
the outcome may be easily assorted, 
since tlie people are absolutely unarm- 
ed, Bui It is a mere accident that 
the Punjab is the scene of the out- 
break.

tho Introduction of fast steamships and 
railways have been tlie curse of iiidiii 
politically. I^cf.in; Uial lime I'hi.ullsli 
olllccrs u.-;cd to siicnd decades, in sonic 
cases even their whole careers, co:itlii- 
uously In India, learned the laiiRuages, 
and studied the manners and customs, 
prejudices and frelings of the people, 
;inJ associati d witli the higher classes. 
Nothing of that now remains. A class 
of English officials, vylth a few noble 
exceptions, has arisen that possesses 
none of the advantages of its prede- 
cessors and yet, a.s Is quite easily nat- 
ural for mcmher.s of a ruling race, 
Ima.iflne that they, and they only, know 
wliat Is best for Indian administration. 
It is dllUcuU to say how far the les- 
IiouslblUty for this aloofness .'Uid. If 
one iiilRlil saj- so, iiresuniptloii lies 
also with the system of rocriiitmeiit of 
I'hi^lhdi olllcers licinn cliansrcd from 
the old method of nomlii.-ilion, which 
scoured men from families with ad- 
mliilstiatlvo traditions, to selectlo:i by 
open competiti\o exaniliiation. Be 
that as It may, these present da.v of- 
licers have another clrcunistaiice to 
face, to wit, the rise and growth of an 
educated Indian community who also 
claim to be able to say what is good 
for themselves, and their less fortu- 
nate follows, tho illiterato masses. Tho 
two sots of views are contrary a.s the 
poles and the troublo has been, "Who 
shall decide?" Tho small majority of 
English officor.s who support the 
claims of the Indians arc set do'.vn as 
cranks. If not denounced as traitors. 

For at least twenty-five years Indi- 
ans have been agitating in a consti- 
tutional way, but :iot only has nothing 
been gained hut tho men and their 
mothods liavo been denounced In no 
moasurcd terms by the lOiiprlisli press 
in India, until tliree years aj,'o, when 
cortain of the iiRltator.s d<!clarcd llndr 
rlesirii to kIvo up petitlorilni; and start- 
ed !L movement for sullen aloofness 
from government and jiasslve reslst- 
;iiico against its doings. Then the 
I'higllsh press In India, nnd even tho 
Secretary of Slate, began . to pat tho 
moderates on tho back, limiting their 
approval to words and generalities. 

But it is not merely this disappoint- 
ment that Is responsible for the pre- 
sent unrest. Lately, and especially 
since Lord Cuiv-on wont out to India, 
questlonnblo melliod.s of government 
have come Into vokuq. Educational 



legislation preceded' by a .';onfcrenco, 
coiillned to I'^uropeans and not open 
to repm'ters, and a commls.sion of in- 
vostlKatlon, wlilch withheld Us evi- 
dence, was put through with the ob- 
ject of subjecting tho universities to 
complete government control. This 
would not and did not produce any 
kind of unrest among the masses. A 
partition of the province of Bengal 
was then proposed, and two schemes 
.woifO being discussed while .the Secre- 
tary of State vassiirqd the' House, of 
Coirions that no partition would' be put 
Into .force witliout It having an op- 
portunity to discuss it. As soon as 
Parlluinent prorogued a third scheme 
of partltilon was not only announced, 
but put into fori'C. That was elglilecii 
months ago. Since llien till now po- 
litical meotln,c;s have been Interfered 
with or forbidden altogether, and the 
i3enKaleso even coniphiln that Ma- 
iKmiodans are being put up to attack 
Iliiidoos. 

'J'hcre are similar but comparatively 
Insignliicant agitations in Madras and 
Bombay, which may bo passed over. In 
tlie Punja}}, however, the ferment is 
duo to a very grave suspicion against 
the purity of British Justice. There is 
a law in India, making It jienal for an.v 
one lo i>uhllsh anytliing calculated to 
Inllamc one soctioii of the commimily 
agaiiisl another, .\ii I'higlish papor 
published some \-h.deiit attacks on the 
1-Ilndoris, v.bii tlKrcuiion reciui'sled the 
government for permlssllon to prose- 
cute. The govei-miient admitted the 
character uttributed lo the articles, 
but refused the sanction, while iit 
about tho same time the govornment 
initiated prosecution against a Hindoo 
paper. This paper alleged that an 
English oftlcer had beaten to death a 
Mahomedan servant, who had, on re- 
ligious grounds, refused to carr.v a 
(lijiid pig. ;fnd that the man escaped, 
"as all Englishmen do In this coun- 
try." In the course of the trial It came 
out that the Kovernniont hiid made in- 
fpilries into the matter a;id w.'is sat- 
islled th;it no crime was committed, 
though the papers could not Ixi pro- 
duced, as some of them were missing! 

t the end of the trial the government 
niatrlstrates sentenced the proiirictor 
of the newsiiapi-r to two ,\-cai'.s' iuipris- 
onm. :-l 'villi inii-il labor and a lino of 
(iiree hundred dolhirs, wllich scntcico 
was reduced 1).\' the chief opurt to six 
inom-hs' simple imprisonment without 
labor, and a nominal fine. Jf this is 
not enough to show animus, this fur- 
ther fact will. On the maglstrale an- 
nouncing tho sentence, the prisoner's 
law.ver Intimated that he was going to 
the higlier court to obtain the prison- 
er's release on bail pending tho doicr- 
minntion of the appeal, and as the 
lawyer left, the itrojirlelor and the 
editor, who v\as also seitenced, were 
handcuffed together in the court, tak- 
en to tho jail, and without the usual 
preliminary examination h.v the jail 
doctor, wlilcli was demanded by tho 
prisoneis, were put into prison cloth- 
ing and given a task of grinding corn. 
It is no wonder,, then, that the people 
began ' to iicciise the government of 
discrimination as between Europeans 
and Indians, and rioting ensued. 

Lala Lajpat Ral, the lawyer agita- 
tm-, who has been arrested and deport- 
ed, is personally known to the writer, 
who has during tho past week been 
readln.g reports of some of his speeches i 
delivered six weeks ago. He is con- ' 
siderod to beloiiK to the i-xtromist sec- 
tion of political reformers. But the] 
ver.v fact tluit the government has 
chosen to deal with him by an adnii:i- 
Istratlve order under an oidinance of 
1S27 and itas not brought him to trial, 
makes -clear, thtit he has done nothing 
to bring himself under llie penal code 

Another factor Imjiairing the British 
reputation for fair play is the treat- 
ment accorded to Indians in the colon- 
ies. Tho exclusion of Indians from 
Australia nnd their maltreatment In 
South Africa have affected mostly tho 
people of western and southern India, 
but tho unkind reception to the Hin- 
doos in British CoUnnbhi has disillus- 
ioned tho Sikhs, who ciinslJer this at- 
■titiKle a mean return for tho battles 
they fought for the empire. Ai! tho 
time the colonials continue to enjo.v 
in India not oni\- a perfect freeilom. hut 
even better privileges than tlie natives 
theinselvs, nnd the prospect of govern- 
mental iiartlallt.v in case of need. 

The jiresent unrest ma.v subside, but 
this time it is tho masses influenced 
hy the educated community who feel 
dissa tisljod, and not merely the illit- 
erate .Soiioys, and the disaffection has 
appeared in a province hitherto con- 
sidered loyal, which has taken a com- 
paratively small part In political move- 
ments, and from which tho bulk of tho 
native Indian army is obtained. The 
consequences, then, may. If not now, 
in no distant future, prove serious un- 
less the root cause of the grievance Is 
removed. That It will be removed the 
writer feels conUdent, but he cannot 
hel]) de])lorliig tlie tactlessness of tin; 
admlnlslratioii, who in many Instances 
before have delayed the working of 
concessions until some such outburals 
have already occurred.

thai i.-: re(inlred in Russia lo keep 
s')ul and \ifuly together, the greatest 
finaiK-ial authority In the land comes 
(luieily fru'ward and shows, with the 
production of ofllclal data which can- 
not be denied or explained away, 
where and. by whom tho wealth ot the 
starving people has boon In part stol- 
on and in part squandered. 

It is tho psycliological moment. In- 
deed, and the calm little . professor'.s 
disclosures' will have a far more prac- 
tical effect on' the situation than the 
pronouncements of Prince Kuropatkiii

It la not surprising to learn that the 
epitaph may be traced back to ages 
the mo.st distant and i-omote. In an- 
cient Egypt, such inscriptions wore 
written "ot. only on stately, obelisks 
arid mbnumehtsf,^but -.also,,'pn ,the sar- 
cophagi or coffins of tho dead. ' Those 
Vvhich havo been deciphered usually 
tiilvo the form of a prayer itddrcssed 
to Osiris or Anubis on behalf oC tlie 
deceased, wJinso name, olllco and de- 
scent are specified. 

Among tho Romans tho epitaph 
which was written on the urn con- 
taining tho ashes of the dead, took 
tho form of a bare record. 'L'he nio- 
niorial was brief and pnlnled, and, 
as the urns in tho British museum 
show, the languago sGldoni varied 
from tho stereotyped form. The 
Greeks, however, allowed greater lal- 
itudc and the epitaph In ono case 
might tako the form of a glowing 
panegyric, while In 'another It miglit 
bo compressed Into a two-llnod epi- 
gram such as that 'on the heroes of 
Thermopylae ascribed to Simonldos: 

"Go toll tho ■SpartnnB, thou that passcBt 

■by. 

Tliat horc, olicdlon't to their Inws, we 
lie." 

In England such inscriptions dale 
baclt to the Iloman uccuiuition, and 
wore then, of course, writleti in tiie 
l^atln tongue. Indeed wo may s;iy 
that the use e>f Ijatlii fer this purpose- 
has ne\'er become entirely obsolete, 
Uiougli it was iie\ cr niucli in evidence 
after tho Mkhlle Ages, in regard to 
form,. English epitaphs present it 
wonderful variety; thoy range frotn 
tho loftiest pathos and most dlgnllied 
nulogy to the coarsest and vilest buf- 
foonery and scurrility. 

It has been said that the Importani 
epoch's of our history are mirrored in 
the language which stands as a living 
memorial of the great changes 
through which the nation has passed^ 
If this be true of tho languago as a 
whole, much more Is it so of these 
"aermons in stones." Ch.'inges in 
church and slate, clianges in doctrine, 
morals and national policy, all those 
aro reflected In the language of tho 
epitaph. Wlicn Enghmd awoke from 
llio torpor of tho Dark Ages, under 
the genial Influence of th-? Renais- 
sance, literature sjirang Into new lite 
and oven the epitaph took on a more 
polished form. Take for Instance this 
Inscription, which I discovered In an 
old parish church In Sussex. The 
epitaph Is .a poem in two stanzas, tho 
last breathing ni! tlio hopo and trust 
of a Christian hymn, while tho first is 
filled with the spirit of the old Pagan 
mythology wlilch floated over west- 
ern Kuropo on tho rising tldo of the 
new learning. Tho lines are engraved 
In a brass plate on the tomb of a 
hoy who died In the year 1633, aged 
nine years: 

"Gre.it .Tove h.ia lost his Gnnymedo I 
know. 

Which innrto lihn seek another Sore be- 
low. 

And finding none, not one like niito this, 
Hatli tn'en lilm hence Into eternal bliss. 

Cease, then, for thy, de.ir Menelel) to 
weep— 

God's darling was too good for thee to 

Isceps ... 
But xn'ther Joyc In tM« gteat fovor given, 
A cbIM Is made a saint In heaven," 

Bill If the Influence of tho Uonals- 
saiiec showed itself in tho literary 
form of the cpit.-ipli, the Reformation 
went still doei)er, .-ind cliangcd Us 
very contcnt.-5. -■Miusions to the pains 
of purgatory no longer greet tho eye, 
and the old" pious formula: "Pray for 
tho soul," gr.'idually passes out of use. 
btlrriiig times wore .abroad, and men 
fought for their faith, as In days gone 
by they had fought for hearth and 
home. Bvcn today we can catch 
something of tho spirit which ani- 
mated the minds of men in those far- 
off troublous times. Hoar this slioul 
of a.-jsuranco from the tombstone of 
old Thomas Brooko, who died at Htid- 
dorlicld in tho year 1638, in the 87th 
year of his age: 

"In the Church 
Militant il fout 
iSo unshftkeu 
That to the 
Cliiirch trium- 
phant I am takdn 



Ah! orjnll Drnlh to make 'throe mcnis of 
one, 

Tn taato and tiisle fill nil wan Kone,

It is a common thing in tliose mo- 
morlals to find a pUiy upon words, 
and tlio " reader may i-ecall ono or 
more examples from his own experi- 
ence. Ifcre is one on a Devonshire 
clergyman, William Tilason, who died

place, 1737,

it is said that it was tills inscription 
wliicii suggested to Tennyson Iho

How true thhs 
may bo 1 cannot t,ay, but surely thl.i 
pin;:; old epitaph Inscribed on a flat 
slono In the chancel of the church at 
Stratford-on-Avon, should inspire 
every bard who holds the very name 
of Shakespeare dear: 

"Good friend, for ,Tesns' .SAKH iforDaro 
To illgg T-1-; Ibuit l-hieloAsed lIF.Ue. 
Jilesi: be T-K Man T siiures T l-rs .•stone.'; 
And curst be -lie T moves my bone.s." 

Ill former times it was the cuytoni 
to write for fanciful conceits on the 
tomiis of the dead. .-Vcrostlcs, ana- 
grains, rebuses and pu7.'/.lcs were fre- 
tiuently met with, and no dotibl tho 
mourning relatlvo thought that they 
thu.s paid il liigli mark of respect t.o 
tlio memory of llie deceased. 1 might 
give many examples; but to what 
good end? Surely here In God's Acre, 
If anywhere on earth, true reverence 
and simplicity should be found. No 
skilful conceit of man can over take 
tho place of the Word of God, oven 
though it be as pointed and direct ns 
that Qualnt epitniih written In tho 
form of an ackiunviedgment from the 
Great Mother who will one day clasp 
us all to her bosom: 
"Jtecelvcd of PblUp Harding his borrow- 
ed earth, July -Ith 167;!."

Three years e;irller Thomiis I'arr 
was laid to rest in Westminster Ab- 
bey. Though ho Is not known to havo 
taken any prominent part In the af- 
fairs of his time, his gi'eat age won 
for him national renown, and his epi- 
taph tells us that he lived under three 
different dynasties,

Some such " epitaphs 
may bo found In almost every chui'ch- 
yaf4,. dnd .In the . fural districts espe- 
cially, B0tn6 notable Ittstahces may be 
seen.

Bal- 
loons, kites and Hying machines are 
means by which man can now ascend 
into the air and send up Instruniont s 
of Investigation. The balloon Is too 
cumbrous and delicate to be of wide 
application, yet It Is useful a.>i a sclcn- 
t!!!c ohservator.v and for reconnais- 
sance in war. (jroat iniprovomcnt has 
resulted from eiigrnes and propellers. 
The French government made the first 
dirigible airship 25 years ago, and now 
It has one at least that seems a prac- 
tical air vessel of war. In Germany 
Count Zeppelin" has produced a ma- 
chine that boats'all records in size and 
speed. At the Otbfr oxtrcino In size 
are tiny balloons carrying only self- 
recording Instruments, and these have 
ascended to 82.000 foot, nearly 18 miles. 
Kites also have jiroved useful to tho 
meteorologist. Ininroveil models, re- 
tained by wires, now lift Instruments 
four miles, and. In large slao have 
been regularly Introduced into military 
service.

Ml'. I'ainpbell, remarked a Wesloyan 
Melhodisl minister, lias "made the 
whole world discuss theology." Prob- 
ably the spcidicr himself did not fully 
reali-^e the trutli of his generaliza- 
tion. In I'^ugland tlie controversy 
.still rages, and from 'the ends of tlie 
earth come ludlcatloiis that Mr. Canip- 
lieli's oriiaado against' the. old 'views 
has Indeed set the whole world dis- 
cussing theology, which has penetrat- 
ed Roman tratholic, Anglican and Free 
churches ail ovef I'higland. 

The (luesliims raised by iMr. Canip- 
bell are lieiiig discussLMl in the most 
ont-of-tlre-way quarters. This woelc 
the ,7f'ws c-laiiii that Mr. (^aniphell Is 
brealdng down the barrier.-; between 
Israelite and Gentile, wiiile one of the 
organs of the .Soeiet.\- of i.^rioiidK sees 
in Mr. Camjilieli an exponent of Quek- 
erlsni. l'"athei- Berniird X'augban on 
one hand and Dr. Einil Relcli on an- 
other have discussed aspects of tiio 
new theology — the former seriously 
and the latter flippantly — and a nurs- 
ing paper has recognized that the con- 
troversy conies witiiln even Its pur- 
view. In club, train, tram, not to say 
cliurch, chapel iind P. S. A., the topic 
of tho nioment Is still the new llieol- 
ogy; and thousaiuis of iircachers who 
previously had searcel.\- dared to 
preach theological sermons are discov- 
ering that iiolliing Is ri'iilly so Inter- 
esting to the congregation as tlie- 
<dogy. 

Mr. Camiibell has evidently stuck 
tenaeiouslv to the task of writing his 
book on "Thi; .\eW Tlienln,!,M-." lie Is 
said to he dictating 2,000 words a day. 
The piiblisiiers have already a third 
of the manuscript in liand. .Messrs. 
Chapman & Hall have not yet lixcd 
a date for English publication, but 
Ihcy hope to have It on the market 
before Easter. It will bo Issued at 
fi.s. Mr. Campbell Is said to have re- 
ceived £1,000 in advance of royalties 
on the book — including An^orican sales 
which are e.xpected to be very large. 

At a recent church gathering at 
Bodmin, i\Ir. I'aiiiphell announced his 
subject as "'l"hc .Vature and the l-'iinc- 
tlons of the (.'iiurch of Christ." He 
then read part uf n, ehapter from tlie 
book ho is prejiaring on the '•New 
Theology." Religion is one thing, hut 
theology Is aiiotlior; but the one is 
never found apart from tlie other, and 
a man who has a religious experience 
must have a theology. Theol- 
ogy Is the intellectual articu- 
lation of religious experience, 
but they must not confound theology 
with ecclesiasttclam. Therefore wo 
cannot leave theologj' to experts. To 
do so would be an error of the most 
dangerous kind. Tho real danger to 
spiritual religion arises from practical 
tnaterlalism on liie one hand and an 
.•iiUiipiated theolog.\- on the other, and 
tho two are a great deal nearer than 
Is commonly supposed. There Is n 
genor.al distrust of tiie iiopuiar tlieol- 
og.v of the d.'iy. Thinking men don't 
believp It. What is really wanted Is 
:i restatement of tho Christian re- 
ligion in the terms of the modern 
mind. For a generation there had 
been a steady drifting away from or- 
ganized I'eltgion as represented by the 
churches, 

Tlie nucstlon is being asked: How 
can Clirlstianlty hold Its own'.' See 
the great decllnd In churchgolng, the 
alienation from tho religion of the 
church. And why Is that? Because 
man cannot square tho things they 
hear In church with tlie things thoy 
SCO In the world. The plain, bald 
fact Is that the churches as a whole 
are counting for less and less, ("hrlst- 
laiilty h.as f.ir a time lost her hold 
upon the tliiiiking people. and the 
question is. Can she reeo\-er It? Ho 
tiiought she could and would. If they 
consimted to be bniiiid by the state- 
ments of doctrine that satisfied past 
generations, the eliiirelies are doomed, 
rntelligent ni.-^n take little notice of 
preacher and sermons, nnd the tlieo- 
logieaily-niinded layman is sticli a 
rarlt.v ;is to he nntewortli.v. 

"Professional Theologians" 

The professional theologian tal;cs 
himself very seriously; snilfs and 
sneor.s at any siigscstion of dR\-latifiii 
from the accepted standards; mounts 
some denomliiutinnal chair or other, 
and thunders forth his view of the ur- 
gent necessity of reliabilitatlng truth 
in the grave-clothes of long-buried 
formulas. 1 mean that the language 
he babitunlly uses liuplies some kind 
of belief ill fornnil.-is he no longer 
holds. Ho hardly dares to disinter the 
formulas tlienisehes— that would he 
convenient for him — but ho goes on 
flapping tlie shroud as eniM-getieally 
as ever. There is no need of any new 
religion; bat the forms in whicli the 
rellgiun (,t .losiis Is eoninioiily pre- 
sciiti.-d .-ire iiiadeciuate and misleading. 
^VIl,-ll is wanli'd Is freshness and sini- 
Iilieity cd' slatenieiit. Our ubjeeticui 
is not so niiicii lo tlie venerable creeds 
of Christendom as to Iho ordinary in- 
terpretation of those creeds. The old 
idea of the fall, the aiiliqnated jircs- 
ontation of the Scriptural basis of 
revelation, of the atonement, salva- 
tion, the punishment of sin, honveii 
and hell are not only iiiisleading, but 
are also unethii-iii. U qulb; true 
there are many soeial af-iivilles in 
eonneetli-iu with Ihe .•hiirelies. and 
they are InereasiiiK. and if It were not 
for these tile ehiirelies would have In 
be shut up. Tlie\- ni-(> all adm iralile hi 
their way, bill lliey iiiipl.v .-iiintlier gos- 
pel than ilie one jireac-li-Ml Ironi the 
puliiil. 'I'be WW tlieolo.gy is an un- 
trammelled iclurii lo llio Cliristiaii 
.-■-ourees in the light of inodeni 
thought. The new theology Is not 
luimarily a moral and .spiritual nio\-e- 
ment which will send civilization hack 
to (!od. Jesus never conceived of sal- 
vation ns Ihe tlcclng from a City eif 
Destruction. Tho church has nothing 
to do Willi getling men Into heaven. 
Her business is to get heaven into 
them. i\lany ITultarians are preiudi- 
liig the new llienlogy, but the new 
theology Is the Gosriel of the Kingdom 
of God, and the elinrclie.s exist lor 
the reiilizalion of tliis Idugdoni, and 
llie.\- exist for that alone. 

New Thoology Outlined Again 

At a recent theological conference 
Re\-, U. .1, ('anii)lieil proposed to give 
a brief outline of what lie <-onceivcd 
to be the new llieology. II had been 
urged .-igainst him, he said, that he 
had not liad nny tlieologieal training. 
He wished to draw no atlentlon In hi;; 
own aeademic (pialliicat ions, liiit lest 
some of them should think thai he 
ilid not know how the I'^ugllsii laii- 
giia;.,n was spelt, lie might tell iheni 
that he was a graduato In Iwnors of 
tlic largest college in connection with 
Oxford iiuiveivdly. 

Ill following the linos of his new 
book on the new theology, .Mr. i'ainp- 
bell spoke llrst of God and the uni- 
verse. God Ik that mysterious power 
t^hat is. Uncling exprbsslon in the small- 
e.-st nloin in the unU so. 1 arn not 
cntslile God. There cnniiot lie aiiy- 
iliiiig oulsiile Gild. Tli"r<. caiuiot be 
two iiiflnilies. Our tlieology is a great 
deal too homocenlrlc and geocentric. 

Keduccd to its simplest terms tho 



theology of toflay is utterly inadc- 
((Uiite to express God and Ills relation 
to tlie universe. God must .stand for 
the uncauseil cause of all existence. 
Everybody helii.ves in this. Disbelief 
is a sheer hupossihility. If a man be- 
lieves In his own existence he must 
bcllcvo In God.' Tho God of the, or- 
dinary churchgoer -.IS - . a^' iort * of *f. antl- 
(piatcd theologian who created a "uhl- 
vcr.se that soon went wrong, etc. This 
Is all unreal and stupid. No man 
should cease to believe in God because 
bo can't bcllovo in the God of the or- 
dinary theologian., 

The, Divinity of Christ 

Turning to' the term deity, he de- 
fined It as tlie. all-eontroUlng con- 
.sclousness of the uhlv'orise, the Infinite 
reality from wlicncc all things pro- 
ceeded. Did Jesus possess this all- 
controlling consciousness? No, He did 
not, and It they meant that it was 
necessary to jiossess that in order to 
luivo God manifest In tho llesh, then 
they had dethroned their God. But, 
tills is not necessary lo ili\'iuity. By 
divinity we mean the iniierniosU qual- 
ity of God. Jesus was the expression 
of that quality in God, which is love. 
The life of Jesus was the life of per- 
fect love. That life is the life of the 
Father, and .that life is love, and that 
Is what I mean by divinity. 

Sin Is .selfishnoss, and this term cov- 
ers every iiianlfe.slation of the sinful 
life. The atonement is the one effec- 
tive organ to the realization of the 
Kingdom of God. It is the offering of 
self to llie whole. Voii see the atmie- 
ment when the Salvation .\.rm.\- lassie 
ministers to the suffering in the 
.slums; when we liear Keir lljirdio in 
tlio House of I'oiumoiis pleading for 
tho poor, we sec the atonement; when 
We go into the humblest cottage in 
Bodmin and look at the sclf-sacrl- 
ticing deed being done with self-lntor- 
est ab.solutoly forgotten, we seo tlie 
atonement. Calvary was the perfect 
offering of self to tho whole. That i.s 
the atonement. 

One question aslced by one of the 
audience was: '•What position has 
Jesus In the moral and spiritual mo\'o- 
iiient called the new tlicologyV" Mr. 
CampbeU answered: "To all eternity 
.vou will never get past .losus. If 1 
tliink of God I think In terms of 
.lesus. 1 iiray coiistaiitl.v lo Jesus. 
Jesus occupies the central place. He 
Is on tho throne." 

Another question was: "in what 
respect does the new theology differ 
from the old Unltarianlam ?" 

Mr. CampbeU said: "TKo new the- 
ology Is not Unitarian. You are Ig- 
norant of Unltarlanism if you think 
!io. No gulf is llxed between God and 
niiin by tho new tlieology, hut Unltarl- 
anism has often been guilty of separ- 
ating man and God. Jesus to us is 
still God manifest in tiie llesh, and 
we can't render unto Hlin too high 
homage." 

In tile evening Jlr. Canipholl 
preached to a large audience in tho 
public room. His subject was: "The 
Wages of Sin."

l-^om early mornlnf? until Into at 
night tho olTlcIaiH of ' the exposition 
were kept busy attondluK to the ilutios 
that fell upon them to make tho day 
ono to be loiif;' rememhered in the hia- 
lory of tho Pacific Northwest. 

Many ])romlncnt men, mayors, legis- 
lators, guvernors and state oCtleials 
attended the ceremonies and visitors 
from nearby cities were present. It 
WU3 asserted today by the exposition 
otllcials that tho ausptcioua event of 
ground-hroalcing excmpUflod tho groat 
Interest that Is taken everywhere In 
the world's fair of 1909. 

Hon. John Barrett, director of the 
International Bureau of American Ke- 
publica, as the personal representative 
ot President Hoosevelt, was the prin- 
cipal speaker of the day and the guost 
of honor.

The Way in Which Robbers aro Pun 
ishod in China 

Ai-aioy — Now and again reports havo 
l>con received of the severe and long- 
eonttlnucd depredations of bands of 
robfcDors and highwaymen which Invest 
tlio lillly districts Inland from Amoy, 
rtiid towards the end of last year these 
r-c|ioils were combined with loud com- 
nhi Ills from tho residents of tho sur^ 
rou3iillng country so that tho Chinese 
.•a.iitIliorltles, who .seldom movo until 
tlio,:y aro forced, were obliged to tako 
soine steps to out-root these gangs. 

A_ mandarin, in charge of 1,000 sll- 
cilcir.i, was entrusted with tlio com- 
niamii of a punitive expedition, and 
E\cc ording to the latest news received 
til! lias .succeeded in capturing 130 
dcs-pcradoes, who are now In prison 
awaiting trial. The capture was made 
through one of the robbers turning 
Informer on the promise of protection, 
lout: no sooner was his late companions 
<nr>tured than he was thrown Into an 
inn-cr prison, his hands wore nallod to 
Inoard, and a lieavy weight fastened 
to Ills feet. It is said that he has 
Ijcc^n so tiu-turod for tho past month 
j'ct; .stili lives.

FIVE SHOCKS A DAY 

Return of Japanese IMetcoroiogists of 
Last Year's Earthquakes 

A return Issued by the central me- 
teorological observatory and published 
In the Kobe Shimbun shows that l,lii'2 
shocks of earthquake were recorded 
last year, being an average of about 
Jive shocks a day. Of tho total num- 
ber, one is described as very severe 
and -13 as severe, tho remainder being 
slight. The number shows a decrease 
of -lU as compared with the previous 
jear, but was liS above tho average 
yearly total. Tho total of severe 
.shocks exceeded both tlie previous 
year's figures and those of an aver- 
lige year. Some of the shocks extend- 
ed over a much broader area than 
usual, and 13 of them caused some 
damage. Over llfty shocks wore ex- 
perienced on tho part of the coast be- 
tween Jlito and Ishlmakl, and there 
were more than one hundred In the 
central districts of tho main island, 
the localities of Kofu and Nuinaiiu 
suffering most. There were feu' shocks 
In iMIno and Owari provinces, Avhieh 
generally suffer greatly. Over thirty 
shocks had tho Kli clianncl as their 
centre. There were oidy few shocks 
on the northern coast of San-!n, but 
Sanyodo and tho northern coast of 
Shikoku suffered moro than in ordin- 
ary j'ears. About thirty shocks orig- 
inated in the Inland sea. In some parts 
of Klushu as many as 60 shocks were 
felt, while in others there were not 
more than -0. In regard to other 
parl.s of tho eni|)ire, I'onnosa was tho 
greatest siiflerer. Taiiieh experleneerl 
only "0 slinck-s. hut in Taieliu there 
vvoro Jli and In Tainan l!Hi, the sever- 
est ones taking tjlaci; on ."March 17 ami 
April 17. In the ease of t'lo forni-'r, 
8,000 houses were destroyed and iiver 
3,0Cu pc^'ple were killed or lii,Iured. 
Tho shock of April 17 was ralln.r less 
severe, but 5,000 houses were (Ither 
destroyed or severely damaged, and 100 
people were killed or Injured. T'^t 
severest shock on the Japanese main- 
land was that which occurred on the 
coast of Awa and Kazusa provinces 
on January 21, when more or less 
damage was Inflicted. 



BURIED ALIVE 

For Nino Days — Ghastly Incident in a 
Chinese City 

Tho corresijoudent of tho Ts'orth 
. Cl-.lna Dally News for tho Slang-fa 
cities has sent the following coinnuini- 
catlon to that journal: 

The cities iiru quite astir over a 
phenomenon, wonderful enough under 
any circumstances, but magnified Into 
the superhuman and miraculous by 
ignorance and »ui>erstitlon. On March 
27, I believe, tho 30-year-old son of 
Mr. Shlung Tzl-lung, an oldcrl.v teaeb- 
or In a government primary school in 
.SlnnKyanp, died of typhus and was 
. buried. 'Phc family being extremely 
poor, only a thin hoard collin was pro- 
vided. This was burled in tho usual 
style, only a f(!W inches into tho oarth, 
and covered o\'er with a little loose 
earth.
